BUDGET SPEECH ON TODAY 



Discussion of New Brunswick 
Central Report Is Post- 
poned 



Ottawa, April 19.— Private bills oc- 
cupied the whole time of today's 
session of the House, and as a result 
Mr. Foster did not secure an appor- 
tunity of introducing, as he gave no- 
tice that he would, the mutter of the 
Now Brunswick Central railway com- 
mission's report. 

The contentious mailer on the boards 
today was the bill of the Ontario and 
Michigan Power company, fathered by 
Jnmcs Conmee, which the opposition 
has strenuously opposed all nlong, on 
the ' ground that It is :in Invasion of 
provincial rights, in that tho legisla- 
tion sought should be obtained from 
tho Ontario legislature and not from 
the federal parliament. 

The whole day was spent unon this 
bill. Sir Wllfrid'Laurter Anally admin- 
istered tho coup de grace. He thought 
that tho bill contained provisions which 
affected the power of the Ontario legis- 
lature, and lie was for upholding pro- 
vincial rights. The premier's motion 
to report progress, which has the ef- 
fect of killing the bill for this session 
was adopted. 

Tomorrow the budget speech will bo 
delivered by Mr. Fielding. It is not 
expected that there will bo any changes 
In the tariff, and tho speech is ex- 
pected to be the shortest In recent 
years. Mr. Foster will follow him in 
criticism, ,'

Holland and Venezuela £

the same fiscal treatment to the Islands 
of the Dutch Antilles as is accorded 
the West Indian Islands, and to pav 
tho sum of $1,000 damages on account 
of Dutch vessels captured In the spring 
of 1908. The Netherlands engages to 
prohibit the Importation of arms Into 
Venezuela, and to return the captured 
vessels and coast guard vessels. 

World's Wheat Crop 

London, April 19.— The Mark Lane 
Express In today's weekly review of 
the grain trade says it has received 
generally good crop reports from Creat 
Britain, France, Spain and Italy. Of 
the counties of Centra! Europe, Rus- 
sia reports a good promise of winter 
wheat from 42 out of .her 52 vast pro- 
vinces. Ten provinces promise to bo 
below the average. Spring sowings are 
backward, having bean hindered by tho 
rains. The paper estimates the highest 
present reserves of British wheat at 
only 707,000 quarters, as against 
-'.431.000 at this time in 190S.

Collector Loeb Is Inflexible, 
and i Will Sell Seized 
Gowns At Auction 



• "New' York, April 1J.— ^ ho' smuggling 
syndicate, which first offered Collector 
Loeb' $100,000 to drop: the government 
Investigation of the smuggling of sleep- 
er trunks containing $55,000 worth of 
Paris gowns, i today Increased the offer 
to $260,000, according to Mr. Loeb. 

"The amount now offlered the gov- 
ernment tq drop, the Investigation, and 
probable prosecution Is $200,000," said 
Collector Loeb. "The amount repre- 
sents what would be penalties of ful- 
ly $200,000 above tho appraised valuo 
of .tho goods. All offers have been re- 
fused. Wo have the smugglers." 

In Paris it was understood that tho 
treasury department has Instructed 
Mr. Balnbrldge to obtain the names of 
tho makers of tho smuggled gowns and 
the Identity of tho American women 
for whom they were made. The col- 
lector does not believe that these wo- 
men know that their gowns wore to be 
smuggled Into the country, but had 
purchased thorn, as many Americans 
buy other goods abroad, with the un- 
derstanding that they were to be de- 
livered to them in America "duty paid 
or duty free." This saves the purchas- 
er nil customs anxiety. 

Collector Loeb will sell these gowns 
at public aution next month, and will 
employ dressmakers and models to dis- 
play them. 



CHANGES HIS PLANS 



Mr. Roosevelt Decides to Stay Over In 
Mombassa For Two Days — Pre- 
parations for Journey 



Mombassa, April 19. — A cablegram lias 
been received here from Thcodoro Roose- 
velt changing his original plan not to 
stop in Mom'aassa but to proceed at 
once to the ranch of Sir Alfred Pease 
on the Atlil river. Mr. Roosevelt lias 
accepted the Invitation to dinner ex- 
tended by the Mombassa club, and he 
will stay two days on tho coast before 
going up country. The new house on 
Sir Alfred's ranch has been completed, 
and Mr. Roosevelt will he entertained it. 
The manager of the railroad has come 
down from Nairobi. The superintendent 
of traffics also Is here, and both offi- 
cials will go on the special train that is 
due to take Mr. Roosevelt and his party 
Inland. Mr. Roosevelt will be accompa- 
nied on this journey by the Governor of 
tho protectorate. Natives are coming 
into Mom'jassa from all parts of tho 
country to witness the disembarkation 
of the "Great White Chief." The rains 
are going away and there hau boon a 
decrease in tho smallpox caHcs in the in- 
terior. There is still a heavy seaway 
at the harbor entrance. 

Street Railway Dispute 

Winnipeg, April 19.— The street rail- 
way employees this morning notified 
the company that thoy had applied to 
the government through tho depart- 
ment of labor for a board of concilia- 
tion to try and effect a settlement of 
tho dispute between the company and 
the employees No appointment of a 
representative who will act on the 
board on behalf of the men has been 
maf'o yet. The company, through 
Genera' Manager Phillips, will issue 
an official statement tomorrow. 

Montreal Civlo Inquiry 

Montreal, April 19.— Judge Cannon, 
royal commissioner, appointed by the 
provincial government to Inquire Into 
the civic affairs of Montreal, opened 
his first session this morning and ad- 
journed until April 27, after hearing 
two witnesses in regard to the $2,000,- 
000 loan made by the city some years 
ago, which it was claimed was irregu- 
lar, and tho alleged irregular spending 
of the city's money by Assistant City 
Clerk Bausot. Judge Cannon said all 
tho witnesses had been protected by 
law, and would not be charged with 
costs if their evidence was given in' 
good faith.

Report of Sultan Abdul Hamld's 
Resignation Is Not Yet 
Confirmed 



MACEDONIAN ARMY CLOSE 



Change of Both Monarch and 
Ministry Is Fully Ex- 
pected 



Constantinople, April 19.— The most 
important feature o(, the situation in 
tho Turkish capital today was tho re- 
port that Sultan Abdul Hamld had 
abdicated. It cauDed the greatest ex- 
citement in the lobbies of Parliament 
and spread with lightning-like rapidity 
throughout tho city. A rumor of the 
flight of the Sultan in a warship fol- 
lowed closely on that of his abdication, 
but neither could be confirmed. Crowds 
gathered at the British embassy, 
where, reports had it, the sultan had 
taken refuge, and there were also 
scores of Inquiries at tbe Russian em- 
bassy concerning the truth of the 
rumor that his majesty was under the 
protection of Russia on one of its 
gunrdshlps. At both of these embas- 
sies all knowledge of the sultan's 
movements was denied, and the for- 
eign oflico also gave a strong denial 
to one nnd all of those rumors. 

The abdication of Abdul Hamld, 
however, appears not to be improba- 
ble, and it Is believed that within a 
day or two the Constitutionalists may 
accept as his successor Prlr.ce Yus- 
suf Izzcdlng, the eldest son of tho 
late sultan, who is second in lino, as 
they are strongly displeased with Ab- 
dul Hamld's uttitude. The palace to- 
day was under strong guard, and even 
high officials .were not permitted to 
enter. 

Army Draws Near 

The advance of the Constitutional 
forces began this afternoon. Small 
parties were sent out to spy, and at 
eleven o'clock in the evening they 
were In sight of the gates of Constan- 
tinople. They encountered no resist- 
ance, nor does any resistance soem 
likely, unless at the palace. The head- 
quarters of the Constitutionalists' ar- 
my is at Dodpagades, and General 
Husnl Pasha's forces, which now num- 
ber from twenty to thirty thousand, 
occupy a range of hills, about "twenty 
miles from the capital. Every hour 
reinforcements are adding to their 
numbers. 

At a secrot sitting of the chamber 
today tho deputies refused to act on 
a vote of confidence in .the Cabinet, 
and It was decided to postpone tho 
discussion of the government plan un- 
til Saturday, which gives the govern- 
ment a fresh lease of life until then. 

It was apparent that the Chamber 
was hostile towards the Cabinet, ow- 
ing to the fact that many of tho min- 
isters were Identified with the old re- 
gime. • The ministers asked leave to 
defer the statement of policy, but nit- 
er holding council at the Porte today 
they reappeared at the chamber. The 
Grand Vizier, Tewflk Pasha, read a 
declaration explaining that he had as- 
sumed ofilce from patriotic motives, at 
the moment of a crisis, In order to 
save the country and constitution, 
which everybody believed to be en- 
dangered by recent events. He had 
been unable to prepare a programme, 
he said, but was doing his best to copo 
with the situation. He counted upon 
the support of the deputies, and was 
ready to withdraw if their confidence 
was withheld. He concluded by an- 
nouncing tho signing of tho Turko- 
Bulgarlan protocol. 

It Is not likely that the entire army 
will reach the capital for some time, 
as Husni Pasha and his military as- 
sociates deem it advisable to with- 
hold their advances until they are 
strong enough to win success bv over- 
whelming numbers. They hope tho 
so-called reactionary opposition will 
yield without fighting. Tho bringing 
up of the reinforcements Is under the 
direction of Nlazl Bey and Enver Boy. 
Direoted From Salonika. 

The civil direction of affairs con- 
tinues at Salonika, from which place- 
constant communication is maintained 
with Constantinople. Tho new gov- 
ernment at tho capital has been con- 
ducting tho administration for the past 
week with few or no changes in the 
personnel. Tho war mllnstry under 
Edhem Pasha has been Inactive, ex- 
cept that appointments and promo- 
tions have been made to fill the va- 
cancies caused by the killing of offi- 
cers who, It is estimated, number 200. 
There have been . practically no pre- 
parations, so far as can be learned to 
resist the advance of tho Salonika 
troops. 

Tho city appears very quiet, and 
European and American women are 
driving about the streets as usual. 
Admiral and Mrs. C. M. Chester and 
.Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Chester, of New 
York, arrived here yesterday from 
Palestine. 

It !b announced officially that tho 
deaths at Adana during the rioting 
numbered 400, among the killed being 
many Turks. Tho telegraph lines to 
tho provinces, however, aro badly In- 
terrupted, and details of the masascres 
at Adana, Tarsus and other places are 
lacking. 

Welcome To Resign. 

Even though the rumors of tho sul- 
tan's abdication are unconfirmed, they 
seem to produce a feelln got distinct 
relief In Constantinople, and the ad- 
vance of tho Salonika army, which is 
slow but steady, makes the settlement 
of tho question of administration a 
matter of hours. The general belief Is 
that tho enveloping movement will be 
completed tonight or nearly Tuesday 
morning. 

Soldiers of the garrison appear to 
bo suddenly cowed by the advance of 
the third army corps, and the only 
cause for apprehension is the attitude 
of the fleet, which Is held to be doubt- 
ful. 

Izzot Pasha and other government 
delegates who were sent to confer 
with tho Salonika troops returned hero 
today. Izzot Pasha had a long con- 
ference- with tho Grand Vizier. AH 



that is known of tho result of tho ne- 
gotiations is that the Salonlkans re- 
iterated the demands already made, 
and threatened to send five battalions 
Into tho city for the purpose of as- 
sisting tho authorities to maintain 
order. 

At eleven o'clock tonight the coun- 
cil of ministers was still deliberating 
at tho Porte. 

Business of all kinds Is practically 
suspended, and tho civil and military 
officials appear paralyzed, waiting for 
the outcome of events. 

There Is much satisfaction at the 
signing of tho protocol, which ex- 
cludes apprehensions with regard to 
tho Intervention of Bulgaria to aid to 
the difficulties of the crisis. 

Throughout last night there was 
great suspense at the Ylldlz Kiosk. 
Everybody remained awake, and many 
attendants fled, fearing an attack upon 
tho palace, whicli is situated on the 
heights outside or the city, and Is ex- 
posed to a coup de main, without tho 
necessity of entering the city. 

The consensus of opinion Is that if 
tho abdication of the sultan is brought 
about, his overthrow nnd' the. procla- 
mation of his successor ■ will be ac- 
complished peacefully. 

Many Turkish families in tho Stam- 
boul quarter aro removing to places 
of safety, but In general the people, 
though fearful of coming events, are 
awaiting thorn with resignation. 
Given Ultimatum. 

Paris, April 19. — A special despatch 
from Constantinople says that the 
Young Turks have given the sultan 
until ten p.m. to abdicate. According 
to the despatches, M. Zlhostleff, tho 
Russian ambassador, Is conducting the 
negotiations, and the Russian cruiser 
Admiral Creig, from Athens, is lying 
in the Bosphorus ready to take off the 
sultan. 



' Awful Barbarity 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 19.— Alleged to 
have outdone Shylock In having ac- 
tually cut portions of flesh from the 
breast of a mini who refused thorn 
money, Salvator Roberto and Nicolo 
Digllotti were today held for court 
without ball at Braddock, a suburb. 
With his wounds bandaged and un- 
able to walk from tho loss of blood, 
the man is in a critical condition and 
will probably die of his wounds. 



WIND WORKS HAVOC 
IN NEW YORK STATE 



Cities In Hudson Valley Visited 
By Tornado— Storm In 
New Yo)'k 



' Troy, N.Y.; April 19.— ^A" terrible wind 
storm struck Troy and viclnlvy this 
afternoon. Roofs were blown off 
buildings, plate glass, windows were 
wrecked, and in some places residences 
were blown Into the roadway. The 
roof of a large schoolhQU.se was torn 
away. The children wore marched to 
the street by the fire drill In safety. 
The storm caused a loss of many 
thousands of dollars. 

Poughkeepsie, N.Y., April 19. — A 
heavy wind storm raged In several sec- 
tions of the Hudson river valley early 
tonight. At Strasburg and at Croton, 
telegraph poles wore blown down and 
tonight there are no telegraph wires 
In commission on the New York Cen- 
tral railway, either north or south of 
this city. The Foughkeeps'ie wrecking 
crews were called out to restore the 
telegraph communication. 

New York, April 19. — A midsummer 
day in New York terminated to- 
night with a pyrotechnlcal thunder and 
lightning display which caused con- 
siderable damage. By 2 p.m. the ther- 
mometer touched SO degrees, coming 
within one degree of equalling the re- 
cord for April 19 established in 189G. 
At dark a south wind brought on a 
thunder storm which drenched the city, 
and brilliantly illuminated it with 
lightning, and tho thunder pealed 
loudly. 

Utica, N.Y., April 19. — A tornado 
swept over Marcy Hill, a suburb of 
Utica, this afternoon and left behind 
it destruction and devastation. Houses 
and barns were demolished, trees up- 
rooted, fences laid low, and large 
crevlses made in the earth. It came 
with a roar, nnd While It lasted was 
terrifying. That no lives were lost is 
remarkable. Heavy timbers -were car- 
ried from the wrecked^ buildings for 
several hundred feet. < 

The tornado lasted about five min- 
utes. It came from the west, and it 
heralded Its approach by a noise which 
was heard for some time. Preceding 
Its arrival, the air was filled with 
whirling leaves. It was about a quar- 
ter of a mile wide, and toppled over 
everything In Its path. Had the sec- 
tion been more thickly populated, it 
would undoubtedly have been a catas- 
trophe. The damage will amount to 
many thousands of dollars. 



CANADA'S DEFENCE WORK 

Ministers Speak of Building Canadian 
Home Fleet and Extensions at 
Halifax and Esquimalt 



Montreal, April 19. — At a banquet 
given by the Reform club hero on Sat- 
urday evening, Ministers Graham and 
Brodeur made some announcements of 
government Intentions. With regard 
to Empire defence, they stated that the 
government plan embraces the build- 
ing of vessels for the protection of 
Canadian coasts and tho improvement 
of the defence works at Esquimalt and 
Halifax, including thu extension of 
drydock facilities. Contribution of a 
battleship or tho direct payment of 
money to the British admiralty for 
naval purposes was not contemplated. 
Reference was further made to the 
coming conference to bo held with the 
Imperial authorities on this subject.

Whether the city shall show Its in- 
terest in the question of national de- 
fense and incidentally contribute to- 
wards equipping the Victoria College 
cadet corps with a suitable uniform 
for use at drill practice and on parade 
will depend on the action of the finance 
committee of that body to which a 
petition signed by the members of the 
corps was referred by the city coun- 
cil. The petition, presented to the 
council at last night's meeting, points 
out that the time has arrived when it 
becomes imperative that a deeper in- 
terest be talcon in tho subject of 
national defense, that among the vari- 
ous ways and means of accomplishing 
tills object there Is none more import- 
ant than the encouragement of the 
youths of the public educational in- 
stitutions to undergo military train- 
ing; that as a result of the measures 
already taken about eighty students of 
Victoria High school have boon formed 
Into a cadet corps which receives regu- 
lar drill from an experienced military 
Instructor; that no provision is made 
for meeting the expense of uniforms 
either by the local or Dominion authori- 
ties and that at least the city should 
provide funds necessary for supplying 
proper uniforms. It is pointed out that 
Vancouver lias granted tile sUVl of 
$1,000 for this purpose to the Vancou- 
ver High school cadet corps, and the 
petitioners urge that Victoria should 
grant at least $1,000 or, In any event, 
not less than $500 on tho understand- 
ing that the remainder of tile required 
amount be made up by other means to 
be applied to the purchase of suitable 
uniforms for the members of the Vic- 
toria High school cadet corps. 

The petition, which was signed by 
nearly all the members of the cadet 
corps, will be referred to the finance 
committee and If the necessary funds 
are available the request will likely 
be met.

That the city council should tako 
cognizance of the fact that Chinese 
peddlars aro huwking goods through 
tlae city of a quality not up to the 
murk and at the same time - are not 
forced to pay the tax levied upon 'white 
traders, or at least the tax, if imposed, 
is not being collected, was the conten- 
tion of ex-Alderman J. Stuart Yates, 
who appeared before tho city council 
lust evening. prior to the regular meet- 
ing of tliat body. A petition signed by 
tho majority of the leading business 
fjrms unil residents of tho city has 
been circulated and Mr. Yates waited 
upon tho council with tho object of 
pressing home the points mentioned in 
the petition. The petition sets fortli 
that fruit, fish, vegetables and otiier 
articles of food are permitted at tho 
present time to bo peddled In the city 
by those who pay a license fee of $10 
every six months; that- there are only 
some thirty-four persons (thirty-three 
of whom are Chinese) who have taken 
out the necessary license, although 
there are a considerable number en- 
gaged in hawking who have not paid 
tho tax; that 

More White Men 
would engage in the business of 
market gardening if the Chinese were 
made to conform to tho methods 
adopted by white people relating to 
tho storage and condition of the wares 
offered for sale; that , tho corporation 
tin's the power to impose a peddlar's 
license of $50 for every six months; 
that at present those engaged In the 
business of peddling the above men- 
tioned articles of food are scarcely 
subjected, If at all, to any Inspection 
either as to the quality or condition 
of the articles sold by them whereby 
the health of the citizens Is endangered 
and furthermore the scales used by 
such peddlars In the weighing of the 
goods sold are incorrect and the pub- 
lic is liable to be defrauded and that 
some of the Chinese peddlars keep 
their wares in most unsanitary 
premises. 

Amend Revenue Bylaw 
As a consequence the petitioners ask 
that the city should amend the rev- 
enue bylaw so that the peddlars' li- 
cense be Increased to $i>0 for every six 
months and that proper supervision of 
the vendors of foods be had and 
premises used by the Chinese hawkers 
be rigidly inspected. 

Mr. Yates pointed to the fact that 
while white hawkers and In fact all 
merchants are forced to pay a certain 
tax the Chinese are practically allowed 
to go unassessed, while it is well 
known that both as tho quality of the 
food stuffs offered for sale and the 
quantity given are below the proper 
standard. 

The highest license fee exacted by 
the city at present Is $25 each six 
months, but the limit $50 can bo lev- 
ied should the council desire. This 
limit Mr. Yates asked the council to 
enforce as lie believed that not only 
uld it prove a benefit to the citi- 
zens but would. also put the business 
of hawking in hands of persons who 
would prove responsible and thus re- 
sult to the benefit of the householder. 

Mayor Hall promised Mr. Yates that 
the council would give the request of 
the petitioners every consideration and 
would consider the question of tin in- 
crease in tlie license fee at an early 
date. , 



BETTER EMIGRANTS 

BOOKING FOR CANADA 

Manager of C. P. R. Steamship Ser- 
vice Says ProspoctB Aro for 
Busy SesGon 

Montreal, April 10. — Arthur Piers, 
manager of C. P. R. steamship service, 
arrived In Montreal today from Liver- 
pool. He says there Is every prospect 
of a good but not extraordinary sea- 
son's business in the Atlantic steam- 
ship trade. 

Shipping men, ho added, are soino- 
wliat depressed over the fact that hint 
year's business was so poor that most 
of the big companies had to pass their 
dividends. Tho class of emigrants 
booking for Canada this year is dis- 
tinctly superior to tlie average of the 
past few years. 



Among the guests at the Empress 
hotel yesterday was Mr. c. P, Law, 
of Vancouver, who was In town In 
connection with some mining business 
In tlie Cariboo. Mr. Law has only lat- 
ly returned from London, England, 
where he went in connection with the 
dotation of some -properties, but he 
had the misfortune to be a passenger 
on the ill-fated Republic last January 
when she was rammed and sunk the 
first night out from New York. Mr. 
Law lost everything but took the first 
boat for London In order to complete 
Ills business in time. 

In talking of his exciting experiences 
yesterday Mr. Law said tho crash came 
at 5 o'clock in the morning. ."It was 
pitch dark and thick fog," said Mr. 
Law, "but In spite of this there was 
not the slightest stampede. The offic- 
ers reassured and quieted tho passeng- 
ers as best they could, but if it had not 
been for the hero of the wireless "C. 

X" message 1 don't think one of 
the 800 odd souls on board the Re- 
public would have been saved. The 
Florida rammed her bow for thirty- 
seven feet Into the vitals — the engine 
room — of tho Republic, smashed the 
engines/ put the dynamo out of busi- 
ness and prevented the pumps from 
working. A more helpless and appar- 
ently hopeless condition for the steam- 
er to be in cannot be Imagined. The 
bow of the Florida was practically 
broken off tlie- entire length that It had 
stuck into the Republic and the Inrush 
of water, into the latter was terrific. 
: " . Bulkheads Burst. 

'•The .Florida soon was lost in the 
fog and it was thought that she hud 
'funk, but hasting her engines Intact tho 
pumps were immediately at work eas- 
ing the strain on the bulkheads. Three 
had been carried away, but the balance 
held, tho pressure as stated being re- 
lieved by the immense volume of water 
thrown out by the pumps. .Seven of 
the ten bulkheads on the Republic in- 
tact atfer tho collision burst one after 
the other with u dull crash like an ex- 
plosion and it was expected that tho 
vessel would take her final plunge any 
moment. Not a passenger was allowed 
to go below and I only saved the clothes 
I stood In. Fortunately I had my valu- 
ables, including $2,000 In money, on 
my person and saved these also, but 
all my papers and luggage went down 
with the boat. 

"Fortunately tlie sea was compara- 
tively culm and the work of transfer- 
ring all hands to tlie now sinking 
Florida, which had now been located, 
was carried out as quickly as could be, 
but If it had been a case of all hands 
to tlie boats at once these latter could 
not have carried more than half the 
number of souls 011 board. While mo- 
mentarily expecting the magnificent 
two million dollar Republic to go down 
we little knew of anotohcr and equally 
great danger that we had escaped, and 
that was the explosion of the boilers 
when the Inrushing cold water should 
strike them. This catastrophe was 
prevented by the heroism of one of the 
Scottish engineers. This man crawled 
in over the boilers and was almost 
parboiled In the attempt and opened 
the valves in order to allow tlie steam 
to escape. So rapidly did the vessel 
go down that in making his way back 
lie had to swim for it and there was not 
more than u few feet of space between 
the surface of the water and the deck 
above. 

Exposure on Florida 

"After we were transferred to the 
Florida for twenty odd solid hours we 
sat about on the decks in the rain and 
sleet of a bitterly cold January night 
awaiting for succor. All this time tlie 
wireless operator on the Republic stood 
to his post calling for help. Finally 
the fog lifted, and I tell you it waa 
a pleasant sight to see some live or 
six big ocean liners that had come to 
cur assistance. We could not go be- 
low on the crippled Florida as oven 
had there been room, she carried some 
7U0 lmmig.Miits and now S00 were add- 
ed to these— -we did not know how 
long her eu'kheada could keep her 
ailout. If one had given away nothing 
could have kept tlie remaining bulk- 
heads intact. 

"The women and children were tho 
ilrst to leave the Florida for the Bal- 
tic, which was closest to us, but by 
this time a frightful sea was running, 
although there did not appear to be 
much wind. 

"The captain of the Florida decided 
that after all the women and children 
the male passengers of the Republic 
should go aboard the rescuing Baltic, 
as she belonged to the same line as 
the ship on which they had taken pas- 
suge. ■ But tills did not suit the idea 
of tho Italian immigrants, who thought 
that all the men should bo treated 
alike. Consequently there was an at- 
tempt to rush the boats, and a fight 
ensued. In the melee my hat was 
Knocked ore at the gangway, but lin- 
ully together with three other pas- 
sengers and four lads from the stew- 
ard's department of the Republic I got 
Into a boat alongside. 

Coolness in Danger 

"And right hero occurred an incident 
which for coolness and self-possession 
I have never seen beaten, and which 
I think goes to show what true British 
discipline really is. No sooner had we 
worked our plunging boat clear of the 
Florida than; one of these youngsters 
lay down his oar, rolled himself a 
cigarette, and calmly proceeded to 
have a smoke. 



"We pulled across the quarter of a 
mile of tossing waves, but on reaching 
the Baltic found that owing to tho 
seas one of the boats preceding us 
had been dashed to pieces against tho 
side of the steamer, and live or six of 
the women passengers had all but been 
drowned. Owing to the rolling of the 
Baltic two other women who had suc- 
ceeded In reaching tlie ludder had 
fallen back into tlie water — one from 
an height or thirty feet, and was 
sinking for the third time when a 
sailor plunged in from the deck of tho 
Baltic und grasped her just In time. 
In spite of the darkness and the storm 
not a life was lost. But In order to 
give the boats more protection from 
tho weather the captain of the Baltic 
decided to swing his vessel round, and 
told us and a couple more boat loads 
of men to row back to the Florida and 
lay to under her lea until ho perform- 
ed this manoeuvre. In. tho gale that 
was now blowing tne Baltic had to go 
quite a way out to sea, and It looked 
ns if we wero being abandoned, but 
when she returned she was twice as 
far from us. Finally wo reached her 
side, and after some hours all the pas- 
sengers from the Florida were also on 
board. The next day we wero landed 
in New York. I had a borrowed hat 
In place of tho one I lost at tlie gang- 
way of tho Florida. I bought a now 
outfit and continued my Journey tho 
next day."

Bosion, April 10.— Under a burning 
sun, which the mercury had up to mid- 
summer figures. Henry Benaud, a 
French Canadian weaver of Nashau, N. 
Y., today pushed his way through a 
great field of runners and won the thir- 
teenth running of the patriot day race 
of the Boston Athletic association over 
a course of about 25 miles, from Ash- 
land to the city.

dence of the "difficulty experienced in 
arousing public Interest In the noble 
work which the organization has in 
hand. The following members were in 
attendance: Mrs. Barm.rd, president; 
Mrs. Munn, treasurer; Mrs. Carmlch- 
ael, Mrs. Coles, Mrs. Tye and Dr. C. 
J. Fagan. 

The following letter, which is self 
explanatory, was read by the treas- 
urer, Airs. Munn: 

Dear Madam, — I have the pleasure 
to acknowledge receipt of cheques for 
the sums of $100 and $530 respectively, 
the former being the contribution of ' 
Mr. Price Ellison, M. I'. 1'., and the 
latter the proceeds of the recent rum- 
mage sale held In the city hall under 
the auspices of your society.

The Rummage Sale 

In discussing the recent rummage 
salo the> president stated that con- 
gratulations had been showered upon 
the members from every side, and the 
affair was generally voted an immense 
success. A further big effort to raise 
funds for the society will be made dur- 
ing the Agricultural society's show in 
September, and Mayor Hall has given 
his assurances that arrangements can 
be satisfactorily made for a tubercu- 
losis day when collections will be 
taken up on the grounds. 

The president read a letter from :i 
resident of Mount Tolmie asking if 
the society has any set of rules with 
relation to discriminate expectora- 
tion in houses. A member of her fam- 
ily, the writer stated, was addicted to 
the habit, and there had been two 
deaths from tuberculosis in the house. 
The letter was referred to Dr. Fagan. 
who will reply enclosing a copy of 
rules which the society has been en- 
deavoring to impress on the public for 
some time past. 

This matter of indiscriminate ex- 
pectoration, and the vital part which 
It played in the spread of tuberculosis 
drew some strong remarlts from Dr. 
Fagan. The letter, he said, unhappily 
illustrated a condition of affairs which 
prevailed in Victoria, and it seemed to' 
be impossible to arouse the", people to 
the dnjigers ; which It entailed. If 
every person possessed the spirit evi- 
denced by the writer of the letter un- 
der consideration an immense amount 
of good could be achieved. The fact 
that the meeting which was being held 
could attract only six persons in a 
city where there were eight or ten 
churches, did not, Dr. Fagan stated, 
redound to the credit ot the church- 
goers. "Was It too much to ask the 
church-goers to come to the help of 
the society?" The members were 
working under a natural law which 
In his opinion was every bit as sacred 
as a spiritual law. Home people, he 
said, w r ere of opinion that tuberculosis 
was a visitation specially sent by God. 
A woman had come Into his office not 
long ago and had fallen on her knees 
and cursed the Almighty for the con- 
sumption blight in her family. But it 
was mankind which was ' responsible 
for the scourge. This question of ex- 
pectoration is a very serious one and 
some strong measures were necessary. 
Most Reprehensible 

.Airs. Barnard drew attention to the 
fact that the habit even prevailed in 
street cars, and suggested that the de- 
linquents should be lined. It was 
necessary, she said, to make an ex- 
ample of some one. 

Dr. Fagan reported a sad case of a 
youth who had recently arrived in Viti- 
torla from Edinburgh, Scotland, In an 
advanced stage of consumption. Illy 
case was hopeless, and owing to his 
frail condition he had been unable to 
get work. Doctors in Edinburgh knew 
of his hopeless state before he left and 
yet they had permitted him to emi- 
grate. The matter had been brought 
to the attention of the Immigration 
authorities with a view to bis being 
returned home, and if they failed to 
act It was) likely that the local gov- 
ernment would take some steps. 

Prior to the next monthly meeting, 
which will be held on the 17th prox., 
a strong effort will be made to arouse 
interest among the members and to 
secure a large attendance. All the 
members will be circularized, and it la 
hoped that by this method a consider- 
able number will be induced to attend 
as matters of great Importance will be 
discussed. 

The meeting adjourned after pass- 
ing a resolution to send a letter of 
sympathy to Mrs. Fulton, who recent- 
ly lost her son.

Accident Probable. 

That there should be some regulation 
governing the passage of pleasure 
boats through the Gorge rapids is the 
opinion of a large number of citizens.

On 
Sunday and holidays where there are 
large crowds out, the result is a con- 
stant congestion in the narrow and 
turbulent wutcrs beneath the bridge.

Those who have con- 
sidered the question are of the opinion 
that a serious accident is likely to oc- 
cur, theru If this state o£ affairs con- 
tinues. They Intend bringing the mat- 
ter to the attention of the civic au- 
thorities and also to lay it before the 
councillors of the Saanlch municipality. 
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THE PUGSLEY MATTER 

An Ottawa despatch to the Toronto 
News of the 10th Inst, said that there 
was "no small element" In the Liberal 
party, which held that the Minister of 
Public Works ought to resign pending 
a full inquiry Into the allegations made 
in the report of the Central Railway 
Commission. It adds that the Liberals 
from the Maritime Provinces are dis- 
posed to stand by the Minister. The 
report of the Commission seems to 
have been an extraordinarily long one, 
a summary of it occupying ten or 
twelve columns of an ordinary daily 
paper, and the full report occupying 
eight pages. The St. John Sun, which 
is a supporter of Mr. Pugsley, claims 
that the investigation was far from 
thorough, and intimates that the Com- 
missioners were prejudiced partisans. 
It claims that the findings of the Com- 
mission are as loose and unbusiness- 
like as the transactions of Mr. Pugsley 
and his associates are alleged to have 
been. It takes the position that tho 
Commission stopped Its investigations 
as soon as It found there was anything 
to investigate, and claims that If they 
had completed their work they could 
have reached conciusiuus very differ 
ent to those to which they came. In 
its first references to the subject the 
Toronto- Globe seemed to be contem- 
plating the Minister's resignation, for 
it argued that his retirement to priv- 
ate life would be a much greater loss 
to his province than to himself. The 
Ottawa Citizen thinks that Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Tweedie must either re- 
sign or be dismissed, and It Is unable 
to see how Mr. Pugsley could continue- 
to hold ollice in either case. The Ham- 
ilton Spectator takes much the same 
position as the Colonist. It Is willing 
to suspend judgment as to the person- 
al guilt of tho Minister, but thinks ho 
ought to make no delay in showing 
that there is no ground for charges 
against him. It does not, however, 
urge his withdrawal from the ministry 
pending inquiry. 



of large proportions and several marine 
railways. Tho graving dock is not es- 
sential, but it is of prime importance 
in the matter of ship repairs and gen- 
eral overhauling. 

Perhaps we cunnot construct steel 
ships as cheaply as they do at Belfast, 
or on the Tyna or on ihe Clyde, but the 
difference In price would be but a tem- 
porary adverse argument. It Canada 
is to be national in its development 
and self-sustaining In its ultimate con- 
dition, a beginning in the construction 
of ocean vessels, merchant or naval, 
must be made. Now seems to bo an 
opportune time for an experiment along 
these lines. 

Mr. Norman Patterson writes to the 
Courier favoring the adoption of a 
policy which will encourage tho build- 
ing of steel ships, and he gives some 
interesting facts In that connection. 
We draw attention to the existence on 
Vancouver Island of all tho natural 
advantages, claimed for Halifax. We 
have the iron ore, the coal, the ad- 
vantage of "a harbor of refuge" un- 
surpassed on the shores of any of the 
oceans. We reproduce Mr. Patter- 
son's argument, although it Is some- 
what long, In order that Colonist read- 
ers may compare conditions In Nova 
Scotia with those existing here, and 
possibly may derive therefrom some 
inspiration to labor for the accom- 
plishment of results here which seem 
to be in sight in the eastern province. 
Mr. Patterson says: 

Canada has decided to build a navy 
and shortly the government will be 
called upon to decide where it shall 



sixteen River-class destroyers. Of the 
gifts of Dreadnoughts, it says: 

W eneed not say that, If these gifts 
are decided upon, we shall welcome 
them with pride and gratitude, not in 
any way as detracting from the Euro- 
pean burden which Great Britain her- 
self Is fully competent and fully deter- 
mined to bear, but as proof to Eu- 
rope In ah uncontrovertible form that 
the Dominions are with Great Britain 
In her resolve to maintain her suprem- 
acy at sea and to resist the domina- 
tion of any rival power. Tho effect of 
such a demonstration at the present 
moment cannot be estimated too high. 
But for the future interest will centre 
more nnd more upon the local naval 
services which Australia and Canada 
aro preparing to develop. That Is the 
channel in which the main stream of 
national opinion in both countries has 
for some time been clearly disposed to 
run. The Canadian resolution passed 
this week follows closely the memo- 
randum presented by Canadian minis- 
ters to the Imperial Conference of 
1902. The Australian programme Is 
based on a current of opinion which 
Showed its strength in the Australian 
debates upon the Naval Agreement of 
lDO.'i, and which has gathered volume 
with every succeeding year. 

The Times thinks that "the sea- 
power of the Empire must ultimately 
be maintained by all the Dominions in 
partnership under some common plnn," 
but for the present it regards it as 
the special care of the Home Govern- 
ment. We fear this article- is rather 
too long, but it can hardly fail to he 
of great interest to all who are en- 
deavoring to reach a proper apprecia- 
tion of the relative duties of the va-

NAVAL DEFENCE. 

The position taken by the Victoria 
Board of Trade in regard to naval de- 
fence is wholly in line with the views 
Which find acceptance in other quar- 
ters. We lake the following from the 
Illustrated London News: 

Those who are- talking so much about 
the necessity for ouilding more Dread- 
noughts seem to have forgotten tho 
dock question, and it is asked whether, 
if we build more Dreadnoughts, as, of 
course, we shall, we have suflicient 
dock accommodation for them. Ac- 
cording to Fighting Ships the British 
docks capable of holding vessels of the 
Dreadnought class are as follows: In 
the new extension at Devonport and 
Keyham. 3 dry docks; at Portsmouth, 
1 dry dock; at Chatham, 1; at Malta, 
3 and 1 building; at Gibraltar, 2; at 
Bermuda, 1 floating dock; at Halifax, 
1 dry dock; at Colombo, 1; at Hong- 
kong, 2; at Sydney, 1; at Haulbowllne 
entrance, 1; at Simon's Bay, Cape of 
Good Hope, 1 building. These are the 
oflicial docks. Of British private docks 
of this class at home there are nine. 

No argument Is necessary to show 
how essential a large dock at Esqui- 
mau is to the completion of the chain 
of such facilities available to the Brit- 
ish fleet in other parts of the world. 
The Atlantic coast seems to be pro- 
vided for, a dock at Bermuda and an- 
other at Halifax being sufficient, one 
would suppose, for all practical pur- 
poses. It will be observed that the 
Bermuda dock Is a floating one. Float- 
ing docks have advantages. They aro 
relatively cheaper than graving docks, 
and as they can be built In sections, 
they can be used for two or more small 
vessels or one of the largest class. 

In another part of today's paper will 
foe found a letter from Mr. Rebbeck, 
and an article from the Dally Mall on 
this subject. 

On the other point dealt with by the 
Board of Trade, namely the establish- 
ment of plants for building steel ships, 
wo noto a favorable disposition on the 
part of several eastern contemporaries. 
The case as presented by them Is very 
well epitomized in the following extract 
from the Canadian Courier: 

Canada's greatest shipyards today 
are on the St. Lawrence and the Great 
Lakes, whereas they should be In tho 
Maritime Provinces. Great steel ships of 
the modern type are built on suit water, 
not on fresh water. If Canada is to 
have a steel ship Industry worthy of 
the nume, that sort of manufacturing 
must be done on the Atlantic coast. 

The Dominion government should es- 
tablish, or encourage a private com- 
pany to establish, a great shipyard at 
some point in Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick, where the steol and coal 
so profusely produced In the Atlantic 
provinces could be utilized. This could 
be done by offering to place a yearly 
order for a complete battleship with 
any firm undertaking to create and 
maintain a fair-sized industry of this 
character. Halifax would be the nat- 
ural place for the first yard of this 
kind, slnco It possesses a graving dock 



>e built and wher 
iliuli be. The answer to both questions 
s — Halifax. If the boats are to be built 
' in Canada, and undoubtedly moat of 
I them should be, they should be built 
at the same place as they are to be 
repaired, and they must be repaired 
at the place where they will have most 
ready access an;; most adequate pro- 
tection. Speaking broadly, these art 
the reasons why Halifax must be 
chosen. 

To consider the situation more in 
detail, Halifax has many advantages. 
In the llrst pluce, it is the best naval 
harbor on the Atlantic coast. From 
tile outside entrance to the head of 
Bedford Basin is about fourteen miles 
and ships once in that harbor can 
easily be protected by coast defences 
and forts from attack by opposing 
vessels. The entrance to the harbor 
Is already well protected by the best 
armed fortresses in Eastern Canada. 
Tile British government lias spent 
much money on these forts and their 
armament. Nature created this har- 
bor of refuge; tho British government 
lias added the fortifications. When the 
town was originally laid out, a large 
portion of the water front was reserv- 
ed as a dockyard and there Is plenty 
of accommodation for botli shipbuild- 
ing and ship repairing. The inside of 
tile harbor is easy of access at all 
times; the tides are not high; the 
water is of uniform depth; there Is 
good holding ground for anchorage; 
there is a graving dock, GOO feet In 
length, capable of taking in the largest 
vessel; there are several marine rail- 
ways and much subsidiary equipment. 

Further, Halifax is the natural spot 
at which to build ships. Shlp-tulld- 
Ing was once Nova Scotia's great en- 
terprise. That was in the days of 
wooden vessels. Even yet, wooden 
vessels are built in considerable num- 
bers. Some steel vessels have been 
constructed there, though not in Hali- 
fax. A shipyard for steel ship-build- 
ing would be a natural development 
for Halifax, nevertheless. The nova 
Scotia Steel & Iron Company have 
plants close at hand. From them the 
steel, or at least a great deal of It. 
could be procured. There Is at least 
one Nova Scotia Arm making engines 
who would bo able to supply much of 
the necessary machinery. There Is 
plenty of coal close at hand. 

All that is required is that the gov- 
ernment of Canada should announce 
that it will pla^e an order for three or 
live war vessels to any lirm which will 
establish a steel shipyard at Halifax, 
and some British Arm of shipbuilders 
would be willing to undertake the 
work. These vessels could be con- 
structed on a commission basis, as the 
large White Star boats are built by 
Harland & Wolff at Belfast. This 
shipyard with one war vessel a year to 
deliver would also be in a position to 
make steel vessels for the merchant 
marine and to repair any vessel, mer- 
chant or naval, which would requlr 
attention Tills plan s not new. It 
has often been advocated and both til 
city of Halifax and the province of 
Nova Scotia have stanllng offers of a 
bonus for such an undertaking. 

A policy which would lead to such 
results as are discussed above would 
be In keeping apparently with tiie best 
opinion of tile British people. The 
London Times of April 2nd deals with 
"The Dominions and Imperial Sea 
Power." It begins by saying that the 
recent awakening of the overseas Do- 
minions to the necessity of co-opera- 
tion with the Mother Country is even 
more significant than their action der 
Inf the South African war, and is "a 
splendid manifestation of Imperial 
solidarity." We quote: 

The presentation by New Zealand of 
a Dreadnought to the Imperial Fleet, 
the urgent popular demand manifest- 
ed both in Canada and Australia for a 
similar offer on the part of the State 
or Federal governments or else for 
naval co-operation in some other form, 
and linaliy the striking resolution vot- 
ed unanimously on Monday by the 
Canadian Parliament — these various 
manifestations of the same spirit, fol- 
lowing so promptly and spontaneously 
upon the awakening of the nation at 
home, do constitute a political phenom- 
enon without precedent In our own 
history or in that of any other race. 
From this wider standpoint it matters 
comparatively little in what form the 
Dominions may prefer to offer their 
co-operation; that is a point, on which 
we shall indeed welcome consultation 
— since unity of purpose and method 
are essential to the security of all — 
but which each in the last resort must 
naturally determine for itself. Of far 
greater Immediate moment, Is the 
spirit in Which these offers of co-op- 
eration have been made; for that bus 
demonstrated, once and for all, that 
on the question of our naval suprem- 
acy the will of the whole Empire, like 
the sea that girds it, Is one 

The Times thinks there are doubts 
about the manner in which the gov- 
erning Dominions can best co-operate 
with the Mother Country. Of the res- 
olution of tin- Canadian Parliament it 
says "It represents a decision to pros- 
ecute a continuous mm self-reliant 
policy, more valuable than the warm- 
est outbursts of spasmodic enthusi- 
asm," and it notes with great satis- 
faction that Australia has already -giv- 
en evidence of her determination to 
ot maintain a force of her own, which 
is to consist of seven destroyers and

The Beatification of Joanetta Dare, 
usually spoken of as Joan of Arc, Is an 
Interesting event, and Is a very much 
belated honor to a very noble girl.

The Executive Committee of the 
Dominion Grange has gone on record 
in protest against the introduction of 
military training in the public schools, 
which it pronounces "little less crim- 
inal than the building of Dreadnoughts 
for European war."

ABOUT PEOPLE 



Sir MelvHl Beachcroft, the new 
.Chairman of the L. C C, is one of 
the original members of thu council, 
a vice-chairman of a dozen years ago, 
and the first chairman of the .Metro- 
politan Water Board. Partner in a 
prominent firm of solicitors. Sir Mel- 
vlll is closelv associated with the City 
of London by family ties. Two hun- 
dred years ago an ancestor of his, a 
Sir Robert Beachcroft, was Lord May- 
or and a member of the Livery of the 
Glothworkers' company. The present 
bearer of the name is a member ot 
the same company, which, since the 
days of Sir Robert, has never been 
without a Beachcroft on Its role. An 
ardent mountaineer, Sir M.elvlll has 
for -many year3 been a member of the 
Alpine club, on the committees of 
which he often serves. Sir Melvill 
Reachcroft is a practical philanthrop- 
ist and a social reformer of the useful 
type. Amongst the many good works 
to his credit is the maintenance of a 
' ragged school in the Gray's Inn road, 
in which many of the youthful deni- 
zens of the slums thereabouts have 
been trained and put in the way of 
following a decent life. Speaking some 
time ago on the disadvantages which 
handicap the London street arab. Sir 
Melvill told of a quaint incident which 
happened during a visit lie once paid 
ot a tenement house in a slum in 
King's Cross. While waiting for the 
occupant of the. first floor to admit 
Him, he chanced to overhear two wo- 
men conversing on the- stairs. One 
chanced to remark that her husband 
always wore a clean shirt every Sun- 
day morning. The other replied: 
"Well, now, I never cares about Sun- 
days, but I allays do see that 'o 'as a 
clean shirt every Saturday afternoon, 
'cos that's the time he is generally 
drinking; and when 'e does take his 
coat off to light. I do like to see him 
look nice and clean." 

The sudden, death of Mr. 11. 6, Ar- 
nold Forster was the cause of the 
deepest regret to political friends and 
foes alike. After Mr. Chamberlain, he 
was regarded as one of the most go- 
ahead politicians of his day. Mr. Ar- 
nold Forster'.s life story was as inter- 
esting as it was successful. Born in 
ISon, he was the son of William Dela- 
flclrt Arnold, director of public instruc- 
tion in the Punjaub, and later became 
the adopted son of the late Rt. Hon. 
W. E. Forster. After a brilliant ca- 
reer at Oxford, lie entered Parliament 
early in life, and bis name , will, of 
course, be principally associated with 
the question of Army reform. It is 
said that Mr. Arnold Forster once 
Stated that be had merely "drifted 
Into politics," but whether this was 
the case or not, it is certain that he 
lived to become a very potent force in 
the House of Commons. Latterly he 
had turned his attention to Socialism, 
and has left much vigorous criticism 
of the Socialists and their methods. 
In private life, the late politician was 
universally popular, and when not en- 
gaged In public work, his favorite oc- 
cupations were bicycling and yacht- 
ing. 

The retirement of Mr. C. B. Fry 
from the Sussex county eleven will 
lie heard of everywhere with the 
greatest regret. There is, probably, 
no other living Englishman who is 
such a line all-around athlete as he is, 
and as cricketer, footballer, huntsman 
and motorist,' he has been almost 
equally successful. Curiously enough, 
as a boy, he was not particularly not- 
ed for his cricket, although he always 
took a keen Interest in the game. It 
was not until lie went to Oxford that 
lie made very great progress as a bats- 
man, but wince; then he has done so 
much as a cricketer that one is apt to 
forget his powers in other directions. 

In the death at Aberdeen, where she 
was born in 1810, of Miss Mary Hill 
Burton, -a sister of the author of "The 
Hook Hunter"— the centenary of whose 
birth, by tin; way, occurs this year— i 
there has passed away, says the Pall 
Mall Gazette, a genuine lady of tin; 
old school. Most of Miss Burton's 
life was passed in Edinburgh, and two 
decades ago no figure was more fam- 
iliar in the Scottish metropolis than 
that of the alert little Quaker lady 
bent on some beneficent errand or 
pursuing her duties as member either 
of tile Parochial or the school board. 
Miss Burton was one of the company 
of heroic women who volunteered for 
Hervlce with Miss Florence Night- 
ingale during the Crimean war, but 
an Invalid parent and the care of or- 
phaned relatives prevented hey leav- 
ing the country; Miss Burton, who 
was a pioneer in tin- movement for 
the higher education of women and 
of tin; training of girls in domestic, 
economy, , found her only relaxation in 
landscape painting, a branch of art in 
Which silo excelled. 



BRITISH OPINION 

The tone of the speeches mode at 
the meeting organized by the Imperial 
Maritime league to protest against the 
naval impolicy of the ministry in of 
lice, and indeed the general character 
of this patriotic demonstration, says 
the Standard, rcllect very accuratel 
what we are convinced is the vis\ 
taken by the vast majority ot' consei 
entious Englishmen. The mind of "this 
British public may, even in these days, 
be a little slow to grasp the full mean- 
ing of a peril to the nation, but when 
the facts are. patent the Impression 
they make Is In every way what could 
bo desired. Everything which was said 
at the Aldwych theatre, the resolution 
Which was passed, and the unmistak- 
able determination of the large and 
representative assembly which had 
been convoked to debate the question 
alike revealed neither unreasoning 
panic nor a consoling suspicion that 
(tilings may not bo so bad as th 
are said to be, but a well-studied eo 
victlon that, owing to various causes 
more or less discreditable to those who 
must answer for the defences of tli 
empire, miscalculations -and negligence 
have combined to bring about a condi- 
tion of affairs which it is impossible 
to tolerate. Here we can only say 
that the resolution endorsing the. pro- 
posed vote of censure on the govern- 
ment and calling for an immediate 
and searching inquiry into the present 
state of the navy carries witli it 
weight of national sentiment Which 
the strongest, most unanimous, and 
most perverse ministry could not ig 
nore with impunity. 

Leech, with his apt touch in breez;, 
satire, summed up in a sketch and its 
letterpress, the feeling tyu prevailed 
in the sixties about the colonies, says 
the Overseas Mail. Two members of 
parliament of the species dandy — a few 
specimens are still to be found at St. 
Stephen's, even in these democratic 
days — were depicted as meeting In 
Rotten Row. Says the first: "Pwowo- 
gation to be late this year on account 
of some colonials bills, I hear," to 
which the second answers: "Bother 
the colonies!

Didn't West Aus 
trillion win the Derby?"- The first 
signs of change from the old order 
came in lSli7, with the negotiations 
leading up to the establishment ot* the 
Dominion of Canada; the telegraph 
and the advent of Mr., afterwards Sir 
Robert, Herbert brought more strenu 
ousness into the lives of the Downing 
street dart-throwers; Mr. Stanhope, 
who came to the still leisurely oflice hi 
1SSG, raised its position in the estima- 
tion of the House of Commons and the 
country, and inaugurated a new era by 
issuing the invitations to the first colo- 
nial conference; and the last vestiges 
of apathy among the public, want of 
zeal among the officials, and lack of 
prestige in the parliamentary position 
of the secretary of state for "the colo- 
nies disappeared when Mr. Joesph 
Chumlrrlain's regime of eight years' 
duration began In 1S95. "Slackers" 
were not good enough for him, and he 
brought the new life of the Empire 
witli full force into what had been the 
"garden of sleep."

FOUR MEN LYNCHED 
BY OKLAHOMA CROWD 

Wealthy Cattle Men and 
Landowners Victims Qf 
Rough Justice 



Ada, Okla., April 19.— Two hundred 
citizens of Ada, nearly all of the bet- 
ter class thoroughly disgusted with 
the Justice meted out to criminals In 
the smaller towns of Oklahoma, early 
today took from jail and hanged four 
wealthy landowners for the murder of 
Deputy U, S. Marshal A. L. Bobbin. 
Tlie lynched men were G. B. Jllller, of 
Fort Worth, Texas; B. B. Burroll, of 
Duncan Okla.; Jesse West and Joseph 
Allen, of Canadian, Texas. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock this morning 
the lynchers shut off the electric street 
lights, cut the telephone communica- 
tion and quickly gathered near the. 
jail. When all had assembled a large 
man swaggered out of the darkness, 
and said: "Are you all ready?" A con- 
fused buzzing was the only answer. 

The men silently made their way 
toward the jail, They had scarcely 
started before thoy met County Attor- 
ney Robert Willblsch, who had receiv- 
ed word that the mob was forming. 
Tho crowd" stopped at his request. At- 
torney Willblsch said; "Men of Ada, 
you arc disgracing this community in 
the eyes of the world. Think this mat- 
ter over calmly and let the law take 
its course. 1 appeal to yon as an offi- 
cer of tlie law to return to your 
homes," 

The mob, Without a word, proceed- 
ed on its way. The attorney attempt- 
ed again to talk to them. "This is no 
time for speeches," said the leader, 
and the march continued. A high board 
fence surrounding the jail was partly 
thrown down and tho crowd entered 
the enclosure. Tlie leader advanced 
and pounded on the jail doors. Only 
Guard McCarthy was on duty. "Mc- 
Carthy," said the leader, "open this 
door at once. We mean business. 
Hurry, it's near daylight." 

"You might as well go home, boys," 
responded the officer. "This door will 
never bo opened from this side." Af- 
ter a conference three of the mob 
threw themselves against the frail jail 
door and the mob rushed in. Guard 
McCarthy was knocked senseless with 
a revolver butt. The four prisoners 
wore quickly taken out, although West 
fought desperately, "if you're going to 
hang me do it quick," said Allller. The 
mob led the four men to a barn a few 
hundred feet away and stood them In 
a straight line. "Toll us what you 
devils know about Bobbltt's murder," 
shouted the mob leader. 

West answered for the four, saying: 
'We don't know who you men are and 
ivq don't euro. For myself I know If 
I had a six shooter a few of you would 
bite tho dust, but that's talk, You 
boys appear to have a job to do. Why 
don't you do it? We won't tell any- 
thing; you " 

"The ropes, quick;" the leader broke 
a, und the four prisoners were ear- 
led to a beam and strung up in a 
row. Just before the rope was placed 
about his nock, Miller calmly removed 
a diamond from his Hhlrtfront and rcf- 
| tiucbtcd that It bo sunt to his wife in

Fort Worth. From Ids necktie ho 
drew out a diamond scarf pin, ,wlth 
the request that It ,bc given to Guard 
.McCarthy for his kindness to him. As 
soon as tin: men were dead the mob 
disappeared: At daylight tho bodies 
of the lynched men were cut down. 

When tlie mob removed the men 
from the jail they did not molest Os- 
car Peeler, 17 years old, who was im- 
plicated In the murder, but who hud 
turned state's evidence. The boy said 
that Miller killed Bobbin, and that 
Jesse West paid Miller to commit the 
murder. A coroner's Jury this after- 
noon returned tlie following verdict: 

"Wc And that Jim Miller, B. B, Bur- 
rell, Joe Allen and Jesse West met 
tlieir death by being hanged by a rope, 
and that the death of each was caused 
by strangulation produced by the 
ropes placed about their necks by par- 
ties whoso names are to the jury un- 
known." 

The county attorney today declared 
that he would investigate the lynch- 
ing, but asserted that there was no 
evidence of identity and that there 
would be no prosecutions. 

While he bore the reputation of "a 
bad man." W. J. Miller, of Port Worth, 
who was lynched, was popular among 
the best class of citizens. Ills widow 
and three children are held In high 
esteem. Reports vary as to the num- 
ber of men Miller killed, estimates 
placing it anywhere from ten to thir- 
ty. Most of ills victims were cither 
cattle thieves or men whom he shot 
in self-defence. lie was one of the 
last of tho old-time Texas "cattle 
kings," among whom it was a custom 
to use the six-shooter In defence of 
tlie person and property rights. 

Hurrell, another of the four men 
lynched, while bis home was at Dun- 
can, Okla., had many relatives in 
Texas, He owned many cattle. 



Tho proceedings this morning were 
brief. Before they opened Mr. Mae- 
donald extended on behalf of the bar 
their congratulations and hoped that 
the cordial relations which hud existed 
between his honor while a practising 
lawyer, and the other members of the 
profession would continue now that ho 
was elevated to the bench. Not only 
did he extend this wish on behalf of 
tl\o local bar, but coining as he did 
from the upper country, and knowing 
the interest his honor had taken in the 
whole province and his activity in pub- 
lic life, ho could offer the congratula- 
tions of lawyers in all parts of tho 
province. 

"1 wish to sincerely thank you for 
your c<\ gratulatlons upon my taking 
my sen.t tor the first time on this bench 
as senior county court judge," said 
Judge Mclnnes. "The best that I can 
wish on this occasion for the public, 
for tho bar and for myself is that dur- 
ing my tenure of oflice, 1 may establish 
a record as satisfactory to the public 
and the bar as did my friend, the late 
Judge Cane, when ho was senior Judge 
of this court. I will strive for that 
end, and I am sure I shall have tho 
hearty assistance and co-operation of 
tho bar. I thank you for your remarks 
and trust that the relations existing 
between us will always be as cordial 
as they are this morning."

Appeal to Fishermen 

Fishermen who spent the last week 
end in the neighborhood of Shawnlgan 
Lake point out the necessity of fishing 
operations being suspended In the 
Shawnlgan river.

MAKING TESTS OF 

OIL AS FUEL 



U. S. Coast Monitor Cheyenne Returns 
To San Pedro After a Trial 
Voyage 



Tests of oil fuel are being made on 
this coast by the United States navy. 
Tho coast defense monitor Cheyenne 
has returned to San Pedro after a 
long cruise made to test the efficiency 
of oil as fuel. Although no oilicial 
statement will be made until the re- 
port sent to Washington Is given out, 
oliicers who have watched the tests are 
strong in their praise of oil as fuel for 
warships of all kinds. 

They state that it has been proved 
that the saving in fuel Is considerable, 
as well as the saving in labor, and that 
tho working of the oil-burning plant 
installed on the monitor at Jlare island 
has been perfect, theoretically and 
practically. Steam pressure can be 
maintained much more evenly than 
with coal, a higher speed can be se- 
cured, and smoke, cinders and dirt are 
eliminated. 

In times of war tho absence of 
smoke, the oliicers point out, la a val- 
uable consideration, as it makes It 
more difficult for an enemy to discover 
the presence of the ship or to locate 
her exact whereabouts. With oil tho 
Cheyenne, on a high -power trip, has 
been able to make a higher rate of 
speed than with coal, and her steam- 
ing radius of 1,500 miles with coal has 
been Increased to 2,300 with oil.

ALDERMAN TURNER 
COMPLAINS OF DELAY 



Ward Five Representative 
Makes Objections and Is 
Called To Order 



Alderman Turner was in a more or 
less belligerent mood last night and 
took no pains to hide it. Everything 
about the city council procoodlnga 
went along smoothly and In fact the 
meeting promised, to bo one of tho 
tamest In the history of the present 
board when trouble arose over what 
the Ward Five representative claimed 
was the "blocking tactics" of tho city 
solicitor. A notice of motion to intro- 
duce a bylaw authorizing the raising 
of $50,000 for sewer purposes caused 
the trouble. Tho notice was read but 
there was no bylaw presented. Alder- 
man Turner jumped to his foot and 
asked why It was that the measure 
was not In tho hands of tho aldermen. 

"Why Is the business of this coun- 
cil blocked by the city solicitor?" was 
the query propounded by Alderman 
Turner, who declared that evidently 
tho city solicitor runs tho business of 
tho council. 

Mayor Hall took umbrage at Alder- 
man Turner's remarks, declaring that 
evidently the latter did not know what 
ho was talking about. If such a bylaw 
were Introduced to the council at onco 
it would have to be submitted within 
twenty-one rlay3 as tho law calls for 
and as there are other measures which 
must go to tho ratepayers it would be 
unwise to submit the sewer bylaw un- 
til the other bylaws are ready. 

Wants to Know. 

"What about the bylaw to raise tho 
necessary money to pavo tho cause- 
way?" asked Alderman Turner. "Tho 
work is not going on. Who is blocking 
it? It Is about time that wo found 
out." 

Mayor Hall explained that the work 
has to bo advertised lor tho proper 
length of time, whereupon Alderman 
Turner, who had been told to sit down, 
asserted that ho did not propose to bo 
"choked off" in tho discussion and add- 
ed "I don't propose to have the coun- 
cil's business held up. I may be tulk- 
Ing through my hat, pat I want to 
know." 

"Take your spat," thundered his 
worship as he pounded the magisterial 
desk with his gavel and Alderman Tur- 
ner subsided. 

It was but a minute or two when 
Alderman Turner was again on his 
feet, this time to move that the comp- 
troller bo requested to sato why tho 
salaries of those civic officials engaged 
on local improvement work have not 
boon charged up against the work on 
which they have been employed.. Ald- 
erman Turner mentioned Superinten- 
dents Warwick and Fusey but pointed 
out that there are other employees 
whoso remuneration should be charg- 
ed up against the. local Improvement 
works on which they have been en- 
gaged. 

Alderman Henderson advocated that 
this step bo taken and finally after 
some discussion It was decided to In- 
struct the city engineer to make tho 
proper return as asked for by Alder- 
man Turner. 

Looking for Information! 

Claiming that it is about the only 
way the public can got Information, 
Alderman Turner made still another 
demand. He wanted to know just how 
much it has cost the city for advertis- 
ing during the past fifteen months. Ho 
moved that a monthly record of tho 
amounts paid tho local newspapers 
since tho beginning of 1908 be fur- 
nished by tho comptroller and his re- 
quest will be granted. 

Alderman Humber also had a griev- 
ance. Ho wanted to know by whose 
authority the police had driven the 
bovs off the North Ward park. That 
place, he claimed, is a public Play- 
ground, and the boys are entitled to 
use it as such. Police Interference is 
not wanted. 

Both Mayor Hall and Alderman 
Bishop, police commissioners, dis- 
claimed any knowledge of police inter- 
ference and stated that tho order had 
not emanated from the commission. 
Alderman Turner declared that now 
the matter had been brought to tho 
attention of the council it Is up to 
that body to llnd out why the police 
have taken action. 

Mayor Hall explained that perhaps 
trees had been planted In tho park 
and it was with tho object of protect- 
ing them that the games were stopped, 
but Alderman Stewart urged that the 
park was secured for tho very pur- 
pose of giving a playground In that 
section of the city. The parks board 
will be requested to look into the mat- 
tor. 

Will Exact No Charge 

The request of the local Chlneso 
Benevolent association, made through 
Messrs. Peters & Wilson, that the city 
allow tho removal of the bodies of 
the Chinese buried In Ross Bay ceme- 
tery, without exacting a feo for each 
body, as at first proposed, will be 
granted provided the work of remov- 
al is done under the supervision of 
tho caretaker at the cemetery and 
completed within six months. The 
land now occupied by the Chinese 
graves will revert to the city. 

A. T. Goward, local manager of the 
B. C. Electric company, wrote asking 
when the city proposes to submit the 
by-law incorporating tho agreement 
with the company relative to the de- 
velopment of the Jordan River power 
scheme, and pointing out that consid- 
erable delay has already occurred. It 
is probable that a special meeting of 
tho council will bo held when the 
matter will bo considered. 

Sanitary Inspector Lancaster report- 
ed that the premises owned by Dr. 
Morrison, at the corner of Fort nnd 
Quadra streets, hitherto occupied as a 
Chlneso wash house, has been vacat- 
ed by tho tenant and tho nuisance 
complained of has ceased for the time 
being at least. 

Relative to the property occupied by 
P. W. Dempster, Johnson streot, con- 
cerning which efforts have been mado 
by tho council to have the building 
moved back from the streot on which 
It encroaches some throe feet, tho city 
solicitor advised arbitration proceed- 
ings, but it was stated by Alderman 
Humber that within a short time a 
new building will bo erected, when the 
trouble over street lines will bo elimi- 
nated. 

Sunday Closing 

A resolution passed by the Men's 
Baracca class of tho First Baptist 
church urging upon the council tho 
necessity of passing a bylaw to pro- 
hibit the keeping open on Sunday of 
cigar and candy stores was referred 
to tho health and morals committee. 

A building permit, refused by the 
building inspector until tho wishes of 
the council could be learned, will he 
granted to J. C. M. Keith, archltoct, 
for tho alterations which L. Quagllottl 
contemplates making In tho building 
on Government streot adjoining the 
Dlxi II. floss company's premises,

Recommended that tho city engineer, 
upon it being determined by tho coun- 
cil to havo any works of a permanent 
character carried out on any street In 
the city, he instructed to notify tho 
heads of the several departments and 
certain companies being users of tho 
street to have all pipes, rails, poles, 
etc., placed in said street before tho 
works is started, and in default of said 
notice by the parties interested, that 
tho engineer be authorized to havo 
tho work done and the cost of tho 
work charged up to the departments 
responsible for same, or otherwise deal 
with tho matter as he deems neces- 
sary.

APPROPRIATION FOR 
SOUTH SAANICH ROADS 



Sum Of $14,436 To Be Spent 
On Improvement 
Work 



At a meotlng of the South Saanich 
municipal council held on - Saturday 
night It was decided to sot aside a 
sum of $14,436 which will be. expended 
this year on Improvements to the roads.

The area covered by the new 
measure is within a radius of a mile* 
from the slto of tho proposed opera- 
tions, and for a breach a tine of $50 is 
fixed on the owners of the premises 
where the blasting occurs. 

A communication was read from J. 
C. Richards in which he protested 
against paying a licence fee on a mat- 
tress factory which he had erected just 
inside the municipality. The council 
decided that the licence could not be 
collected from him.

A resolution had been in- 
troduced that tho B. C. Electrllo rail- 
way compuny "either plank each side 
of each rail, grade fifteen feet on ench 
side from the ties and between tho 
rails, and maintain tho planking, or 
place' tho track ten feet from the feneo 
line on either side of the road, regrndo 
the present road, and grade up their 
track with proper material."

HERE AND THERE 

In past centuries mysterious • dis- 
cus. ;s swept over all lands. Cities were 
desc.'ated. and when at last the rav- 
ages of the plague were ended the 
MVAum country was tilled with mourn- 
ers. The people thought that such cal- 
amities were seat upon them as a pun- 
ishment lor their sins , ami felt them- 
selves helpless in the presence of. an 
offended God. This feeling: was long 
In dying out, and even yet, untimely 
deaths are spoken of as a visitation of 
Providence to which wo must submit 
with resignation. 

It ii. however, long since physicians 
and men of science began to learn 
tint men had by their own ignorance 
and slotii brought upon themselves 
many of these afflictions. "When the 
people learned to keep their streets 
clean, to drink none but pure water 
and to eat wholesome food, cholera and 
pliitjuo disappeared. Fever, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and many less dangerous 
epidemics became less frequent and 
much less fatal when sewers took the 
place o: the festering drains that cor- 
ruptee! the air of all populous places. 
With the progress of commerce and 
the arts of preserving foods scurvy, 
the scourago of the sailor, became al- 
most unknown. The scientists who 
discovered that around us is an invis- 
ible world peopled with minute organ- 
isms, some friendly and others un- 
friendly to human life have put a new 
weapon in the hands of those who are 
lighting sickness. And smallpox, dip- 
therla and many other diseases are 
rolybec' of half their virulence. Tub- 
erculosis itself the most prevalent, and 
the ir.OLt fatal of the ills of our own 
day has been half conquered when Its 
cause and mode of propagation was 
discovered. The surgeon's knife by 
the aid of anaesthetics, has removed 
what would, in other days have proved 
Incurable ills, and left the body as 
strong as before. 

Comparatively little has been said of 
these discoveries. Yet how much they 
hava added to the sum of human hap- 
piness it would i.a impossible to tell. 
All the world is astonished when by 
means of wireless telegraphy a ship's 
crow is rescued from a watery grave, 
and well it may be; but who knows 
of the thousands of mothers who the 
same night we're" saved by the knowl- 
edge ot the physician or the skill of 
the surgeon, who, had they lived in a 
past generation would have left their 
children orphaned? 

This prevention and cure of disease 
have lengthened the span of human 
life. Fewer young men and women 
are snatched away in the morning of 
their days; lathers and mothers sel- 
donrer die and leave their orphan 
I children to the care of others. Within 
the last few years the waste of Infant 
life has been lessened as care has been 
taken to keep tho milk on which their 
lives depend sweet and pure. 

But much as has been done far 
more remains to be accomplished. In 
a thousand ways men and women vio- 
late the laws of health and injure 
their bodies. Tho very wisest of us 
are ignorant of many things we ought 
to know. 

It Is a good sign of. the times that 
men everywhere are devoting not onlv 
their time and their Intelligence but 
their money to the relief of human 
suffering. The latest appeal has been 
made to tho presidents of the great 
life insurance companies to win in the 
work of fighting disease. In an ad- 
dress to their association Professor 
Irving Fisher, of Yale University, 
pointed out the great work that had 
already be.en done in lengthening tho 
span of human life. Since the. begin- 
ning of the reign of Queen .Klizabeth 
he said, the average length . of human 
life had probably doubled and in Prus- 
sia, tho homo of preventive medicine, 
it had increased during the last cen- 
tury at the incredible rate of twenty- 
seven years. Mr. Fisher says that 
eighty-live out of every hundred 
deaths from typhoid fever are pre- 
ventable; three-quarters from tuber- 
culosis; nearly as many from diph- 
theria, and almost half the number) 
from pneumonia. The object of the 
paper was to show the insurance com- 
panies that from motives of self-in- 
terest they would be wise to join in 
the work of exterminating disease. If 
his statements are right or nearly 
right the amount of pain and sorrow 
that can yet be spared to the world' 
is very great. This work of healing 
is a most beneficent one, and it Is one 
to which tho Founder of the religion 
we profess lent tho sanction of His 
examp'le. 

Tho temperance people of the city 
of St. John, New Brunswick, are try- 
ing an experiment. They have estab- 
lished what they call Every Day Clubs. 
Thrse are places where men can meet 
without being subjected to the temp- 
tation to drink. Canadians every- 
where will look with Interest at the 
progress of this new way of dealing 
with one of the most difficult of all 
modern problems.

Jacob Kirshner, the husband of 
Emma Goldman, has had his citizen's 
papers cancelled. It Is thought that by 
this means both husband and wife 
may be deported. That this Is a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished is 
felt by the great majority of people 
on this continent. 

None of tho evils from which the 
people suffer are anything like so ter- 
rible as those which would follow 
from the anarchy this woman advo- 
cates. Although not yet forty, many 
terrible crimes are said to be due to 
her influence, Yet she has been clever 
enough not to fall into the hands of 
the authorities. That any woman 
should number among her followers 
those who commit crimes at which 
humanity shudders, is a terrible thing. 
Cruelty is never so revolting as when 
it finds a homo In the breasts of those 
whose mission it Is to spread gentle- 
ness and peace and love throughout 
the world. 

In a late number of the Outlook Dr. 
Lyman Abbott has an article on tho 
"Professions of Motherhood." Dr. 
Abbott argues against woman suffrage. 
Whatever we may think of his con- 
clusions few women will bo disposed 
to question the truth of his statement 
of tho importance of the work of tho 
mother: 

What Is the end of life? For what 
purpose are we In this world? A brief 
consideration of the course of life an- 
swers that vital question. A little 
child is born, grows up to manhood, 
marries his chosen mate, children are 
born to them, they give to those chil- 
dren the benefit of their knowledge 
and experience of life, train them to 
take advantage of its opportunities 
and fulfill its obligations. These 
children in turn marry and have chil- 
dren, The grandparents linger it little 
wlille to have the. pleasures of the sec- 
ond generation of children without the 
responsibility of caring for trftiin, and 



then go out into the unknown world 
that lies beyond. Generation after 
generation this process is repeated. 
We enter one door of life, pass through 
its educational experiences, and matte 
our exit at the, other.. The end of life 
is the rearing arid training of children 
Into manhood and womanhood. , it is 
the building of character, if you be- 
lieve, with me, in personal immortal- 
ity, then you will believe that this 
character-building is for bomo life of 
unknown splendor beyond the grave. 
If you believe, with the Positlvist, only 
in a social Immortality, still you will 
believo that this character-building is 
tile end. of life, though its Issue be a 
social order in some unknown future 
of the earth. In either case the object 
of life is the development of manhood 
and womanhood. 

In this work of character-building 
the other takes the ilrst place. The 
child in Its plastic condition is given 
to her to mold, to fashion, to instruct, 
and to inspire. The teacher in the 
primary and secondary schools takes 
the second pluee. She is a kind of 
second mother, supplementing and 
continuing the mother's work. If in 
this great complex organization which 
wo call life, in whlcn every function 
is essential to the completed result, 
one work can be called more impor- 
tant than another, then the most im- 
portant work in life Is that of tho 
mother in the home, and the second 
most important work in life is that of 
the teacher in the primary and sec- 
ondary schools, the teacher of child- 
hood. If In this complex organiza- 
tion which we call life, in which every 
organ Is essential to the highest and 
best result, one organ can be called 
more important than another, then far 
more important than the army and 
navy, than congress or court, than 
church or university, is the home; far 
more vital to the ultimate issues of 
life is tho work of the woman than tho 
work of tho man. 

* * * 

It is sometimes a hiatter for wonder 
that humorists are allowed to live In 
this country. Deep (town in our Eng- 
lish character is a suspicious dislike 
of laughter; laughter is an expression 
of emotion, and wo have a horror of 
it. It may be that this secret objec- 
tion to the comic muse is a surviving 
relic of the sturdy old Puritanism, 
which has done so much for the race 
In many directions nnd handicapped it 
In others. When Disraeli began to bp 
prominent in the House of Commons, 
it used to be said of him that, though 
he was a very amusing fellow and 
made the house laugh, he could never 
hope to take rank as a statesman. 
Lord Randolph Churchill went through 
exactly the same experience In his 
early days. Few people) would admit 
that a man who expressed himself 
humorously had any claim to be taken 
seriously.— clack and White.

Laundry Work at Home. 

To begin at the beginning, tho 
clothes should bo sorted Into different 
kinds. It is right here that women 
make their llrst and fundamental mis- 
take. They put all the clothes togeth- 
er in a tub and begin to rub. 

Instead, the fundamental work is to 
carefully separate the garments. If 
there are stains of any' kind on tho 
white clothes they should be soaked 
well and then barely covered with 
tepid water. 

A little borax or ammonia is added 
to the water and the clothes are left 
to stand over night v 

Flannels, stockings or colored goods 
should never be allowed to soak. The 
white garments without wool in them 
should always be boiled every wash- 
ing If one has time. If not, they should 
bo boiled at every third washing. 

Early tho next morning they should 
be lifted out of the tub In which they 
have soaked and rubbed slightly In 
clean warm suds .and then put in the 
boiler. 

Remember that tills boiler should bo 
off'the stove and tilled with cold, not 
hot, water. Plenty of soft soap should 
be mixed with it and it should be left 
to boil for 15 minutes. 

After this they will require but a 
slight rubbing. If they are not boiled, 
but simply doused into a tub of hot 
water, they will need the maximum 
amount of elbow grease of which any- 
one is capable. Therefore, let the lire 
and water do the work. 

The blueing should be dissolved In 
a cup of water and poured off care- 
fully into tho tub. The clothes are then 
rinsed and wrung out, the blueing is 
added and then the starch, and, if pos- 
sible, the clothes should be dried on 
clean grass. 

There is nothing like this method to 
whiten them. Yet women who live in 
the country, and even those who have 
grass plots in the back yard will hang 
the clothes on a line instead of put- 
| ting them on the grass. 

If a wire clothes lino fs used it 
should always be washed off with ke- 
rosene and the edges of the garment 
should not be allowed to touch it. 
I Table linen of all kinds should never 
I be washed with the rest of the clothes. 

It should lit- separated and put into 
! the tub by itself. It requires a good 
| deal of clean water, and must lie of 
excellent whiteness, or it is not fit to 
use. 

If it is washed with underline!! the 
method is not a clean one to say the 
least, and, secondly, the result will be 
unsatisfactory. 

Therefore, always have one tub into 
which all the tablecloths, napkins, doi- 
lies and centrepieces are put. To these 
add the scarfs from the sideboard and 
serving table. 

If tills linen has food or wine stains 
on it they should be attended to the 
night before washday. 

Most family laundresses prefer 
boiled starch. 'It must be used for 
aprons, white skirts and other pieces 
like that. 

It is made by taking a half cup of 
dry starch, moistened with cold water. 
On this is poured a quart of boiling 
water. It Is well stirred, and a tea- 
spoonful of granulated sugar Is added. 
It is I hen allowed to cool. 

To make raw starch, which must be 
used for collars and cuffs and shirt 
bosoms, a third of a cupful of starch 
is used With cold water. To this a 
quart of cold water Is added and 
enough good white soap to give the 
water a cloudy appearance. 

The garments which have already 
been starched und dried are dipped 
into this, rolled up in tight wads and 



left for half an hour. They must bo 

Iron while damp. 

• It is best to avail oiies self of all the 
mechanical devices, for saving vitality, 
as well as time. ,Ainong these is a 
clothes sprinkler. 

To prepare the articles for it, sep- 
arate heaps should be made of large 
und small pieces'. 

The small ones should be rolled to- 
gether, each one by Itself and done 
into a tight little bundle. Sheets and 
tables cloths should bo folded up after 
ironing. AH the clothes should be 
packed into a large . basket, with the 
damp cloth over the top, and a, dry 
one over that. 

Be sure not to make the mistake ot 
letting them remain in a warm place 
over 24 hours, for they will certainly 
mildew. 

Those who have large families anu 
have the washing done in the houso 
find time and labor saved by using the 
new electric washing machine. This 
has a motive power supplied by water, 
and the electricity which Is generated 
runs a piece of machinery inside the 
tub, which rubs tho clothes entirely 
clean. This work can go on unheeded 
by the laundress. 

When she finds the clothes are clean 
and white, she changes the water and 
lets the electricity rinse them out. A 
handful of borax is often used to ten 
gallons of water, where there is a large 
washing. — Weekly Star.

Interesting Relic 

In an English museum there is a 
section of polished Douglas pine from 
British Columbia large enough, say, 
to make a round table to seat a dozen 
persons. Instead of making it an ob- 
ject lesson in botany the museum 
authorities have ingeniously chosen it 
as a medium for the teaching of his- 
tory. The trees was cut down in 1885, 
and as the age of a tree can bo in- 
terred from the number of rings which 
its cros:: section discloses, this one 
must have been 533 years old. In 
other words, it was born in 1352 and 
it lived through tho most interesting 
port of English history — from Edward 
111. to Victoria. 

It is therefore) a simple matter to 
make different rings with their dates 
and the names of the events that were 
happening while they were being born. 
This is what has been done — from the 
centre of the tree In two directions, 
right away to tho bark. The mark- 
ings, which are neatly executed in 
white paint, reveal some interesting 
facts. Thus when the pines was '1 
years old the battle of Poictlers was 
fought. In 135G; it was 11!) when Cax- 
ton introduced printing, and when 
Columbus discovered America It was 
140. 'When Shakespeare was born 
212 rings had already made their ap- 
pearance; when Raleigh settled Vir- 
ginia, 240. Fifty years later, Sir 
Isaac Newton was born. When the 
great fire of London was raging this 
venerable specimen could boast 314 
rings, and 80 more when the battle of 
Culioden was fought. 

It had reached the remarkable ago 
of 424 when American independence 
was declared, and tho yet more re- 
markable age of 4S5 when Queen Vic- 
toria ascended the throne. And even 
then it had a long time yet to live, 
when the axe of the woodman cut 
short Its life.

Traffic Arrangement Made Be- 
tween American-Hawaiian 
and Mexican-Oriental 



TO CONNECT VIA ISTHMUS 



Will Carry Freight From Atlan- 
tic Ports To Far East By 
Way of Tehuantapec 



Traffic agreements have been effect- 
ed between the New Mexican-Oriental 
Steamship line established from Salina 
Cruz to Hongkong, under the agency 
of Dodwell & Co., with the American- 
Hawaiian Steamship company for car- 
rying the freight from Atlantic coast 
ports to the Orient via the Te-huantc- 
pec railway. 

This will be an opposition service to 
the railways and trans-PaclflC lines 
engaged In the Oriental trade with re- 
gard to freight originating in eastern 
centres, and will not be affected by 
tile rulings of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of the United States, as 
the trans-continental railroads of that 
country and their allied stamshlp lines 
have been. 

Announcement of the inauguration of 
the new service was made by Presi- 
dent George S. Dearborn of the 
American-Hawaiian Steamship "com- 
pany on his return to New'York after 
his recent visit at Pacific coast ports. 
The Mexican-Oriental Steamship com- 
pany will operate from Salina Cruz to 
ports of China and Japan and. the 
American-Hawaiian will' connect with 
their steamers via the Tehuantepoc 
National railway at Coatszacoalcos. 
Local Firm Managing Agents 

Dodwell & Co., who are agents for 
the Blue Funnel line at this port, will 
be managing agents for the Mexican- 
Oriental company at Salina Cruz. 
Three British steamers — the Sheikh, 
2.S28 tons;"A'thdir, 3,'031 tons, and _roll, 
1!,S87 tons — have been chartered for 
the Pacific service of the Mexican- 
Oriental company. 

Mall advices from New York con- 
taining the announcement of the new 
service of the American-Hawaiian 
company are, as follows: 

"Coincident with the return here of 
President George S.-.Dearhom from a 
two months' visit to San Francisco nnd 
other ports on the Pacific coast, the 
American-Hawaiian Steamship com- 
pany announced that its . plans had 
been completed for the establishment 
of a through freight .service, from 
New York to China, Japan and the 
Philippines, by way of the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec and the Tehuantepoc Na- 
tional railway, in connection with the 
Mexican-Oriental Steamship com- 
pany. 

; "It was also stated by Roger Lap- 
ham, of Dearborn & Lapham, agents 
for the line, that it had been definitely 
decided to build three new steamships 
for the American-Hawaiian's service 
and to place them in commission at 
the earliest possible moment. These 
new ships, Mr. Lapham said, would be 
of the typo of the American, now in 
service, with a cargo capacity of 8,000 
tons. They will be equipped for 
freight carrying only, but in this re- 
spect they will bo equal If not supe- 
rior to any ship afloat. They will be 
built In American yards, of course. 
"With three added steamers the com- 
pany's fleet will consist of 17 vessels. 

"While all the details of the Tehuan- 
tepec-Orient through freight service 
have not yet been worked out, oflicos 
have been opened In the Maritime 
building at this port, with H. P. Dur- 
dan In charge as traffic manager, and 
It Is expected that the new service will 
make Its appeal to shippers within a 
comparatively short time. Mr. Durdan 
before accepting his present place was 
the Eastern traffic representative of 
the Great Northern and Northern Pa- 
cific railroads. He has had much ex- 
perience in Oriental trade and is well 
known to exporters and importers. 

"Under the arrangement the Amer- 
ican-Hawaiian Steamship company- 
will handle freight from New York on 
through bills of lading to Puerto, Mex- 
ico, where it will be transferred ot the 
Tehuantepec National railway. At Sa- 
lina Cruz, on the Pacific side, transfer 
will be made to vessels of the Mexican- 
Oriental Steamship company, a British 
company, and by them carried to des- 
tination. The latter company will In- 
augurate the service with three ves- 
sels of large cargo-carrying capacity."

TO OUTER WHARF 

How the Trophies of Viotory Belong- 
ing to the Perseus Were Delivered 
To Her Rival 



The steamer Bellcrophon of the Blue 
Funnel line, Capt. Bartlett, arrived at 
the outer wharf yesterday morning to 
discharge her local freight, and will 
complete work on Wednesday evening, 
when she sails for Vancouver, for 
which port she has 5,000 tons, includ- 
ing heavy shipments of tlnpiate for 
the nortnern and Eraser river cun- 
nerlej and steel rails. The freight 
brought by one of these great floating 
warehouses of the Holt line is varied 
indeed, including everything from largo 
granite blocks for use in new Seattle 
business blocks to cases of whiskey, 
from steel rails for British Columbia 
railway lines to iron-cased boxes of 
cocoa. The shipment of tinplate 
brought by the Bellerophon was one of 
the largest landed In this province

the Bellerophon, who, not caring to 
wear "borrowed plumes," graciously 
returned it to the victor. 



Capt, Downie Who Was Mastei 
Of Wrecked Aeon Tells Of 
Ancient Wrecks There 



"A graveyard of ships is Christmas 
island, where the steamer Aeon was 
wrecked," said Capt. Downey, of the 
steamer Century, now loading lumber 
at Mlllside, who was master of the 
Howard Smith liner when she was 
lost at the southern Paellic isle, and 
who Is now visiting Mr. and Mrs. H. 
C. Brewster, of this city. "We counted 
between fifty and sixty graves, little 
mounds where the victims of previous 
wrecks had been Interred on the unin- 
habited coral island south of the line 
while we waited «7 days for rescue. 

"There were at least seven wrecks 
there; and probably many more. We 
knew that seven ships had left their 
bones there though, and the rest of the 
great amount of wreckage was debris 
that could not be Identified. One had 
been a whaler of New Bedford which 
had been there very many years. Some 
broken tube with rusted hoops, which 
fell to pieces when touched, were 'ly- 
ing near where a number of mounds 
in line showed where the victims of 
the wreck had been burled. 

"When the Aeon went ashore and 
her passengers and crew lauded on the 
island the dead were the only inhabit- 
ants of the isle, other than the birds, 
thousands of which were fluttering 
about, and for a time they were very 
wild. There was a. great deal of 
trouble with the birds during the first 
few days. Great flocks, ranging in 
size from snipes to mollyhawks flew at 
the newcomers, pecklnir at their faces, 
and sailors with clubs were busy beat- 
ing them away. After a day or two 
the birds seemed to become accustom- 
ed to the visitors and proved trouble- 
some no longer." 

Capt. Downey Is the commodore of 
the fleet of thirty steamers owned by 
the Howard Smith line, being the old- 
est captain in the company's service.

JAP ANESE WARSHIPS 

Yakata Will Be Taken Into Roads 
With a Band— Concert and Ban-

used on the Gorge, will be taken out 
with a band on board to welcome the 
cruisers.

The Japanese warships are now on 
their way to San Francisco from Hllo 
and Honolulu, where the visitors were 
feted by their countrymen.

At Honolulu 
there were tea parties, excursions, the- 
atrical performances, sports and other 
entertainments arranged for the Jap- 
anese. Some of those on board the 
cruisers have visited tills coast before, 
Admiral Ijulchi having come across in 
the old Tsukub a Kan, and Chief of 
Staff Sakamoto was in the Hiyel on 
her visit to Esquimau ten years ago. 

Admiral Ijulchi was on the battle- 
ship Mikasa as Togo's right hand man 
In the great battle of the Sea of Japan, 
and with the exception of the very 
young, almost all the ofiicers of the 
squadron are veterans of the Russo- 
Japan war. Many of them have been 
decorated by the Emperor for dis- 
tinguished services in battle.

Official of the Line Speaks of Com- 
plaints Regarding Carrying 
Local Passengers 

The steamer Erna, of the Jebsen &

extending her trip to Panama. In 
answer to the complaint against the 
steamer Ella for carrying passengers 
to California on her recent trip down 
the coast, Jebsen & Ostrander deny 
that she violated government regula- 
tions regarding the handling of pas- 
sengers. 

An officer of the Jebsen' company 
stated today that his company was 
well Inside the regulations and had 
nothing to fear. 

"The Ella had several passengers 
aboard for California," said the officer,

Eying wrecked at Tumbo Island, 
where she drove ashore some weeks 
ago, tho tug Daisy will probably ho 
abandoned, and it Is doubtful oven If 
her machinery will be recovered. T. 
A. Futcher, connected with the insur- 
ance department of Robert Ward & 
Company, accompanied by Captain 
Harris, of the Salvor, visited the wreck 
op Sunday, and found the Daisy in 
such a position that It is doubtful if 
it will pay to remove her machinery. 
Her smokestack is gone, the deck 
houses have broken away, and there 
Is only a small portion of the bow and 
the mainmast showing above water. A 
report of her condition will bo made 
to the underwriters by Mr. Futcher. 

The Daisy was wrecked early In 
March while cruising near Tumbo 
island in search of logs. After strik- 
ing the reef she Immediately began to 
fill with water, and Captain Anderson 
and his crew abandoned tho vessel.

Engineer of the Formor Trans-Pacific 
Liner Writes of the Trip to 
New York 



Writing of the voyage of the steam- 
er Shawmut, formerly in the Boston 
Steamship companys line between 
here and Manila, on her way to New 
York from Puget Sound, her chief en- 
gineer, Walter Suter, says: 

"We arrived at Montevideo March 11 
after a fine trip of 35 days from San 
Francisco. It seemed good to see land 
again after so long a time at sea. The 
weather has been fine all the time and 
only a couple of days that I would not 
mind being out with a Magnolia or 
any kind of a raft. 

"Montevideo is on the open sea at 
the mouth of the Rio de La Plate riv- 
er. It is so wide that one cannot see 
across it. The shipping Is protected 
by a big breakwater. We, however, 
anchored outside about four or five 
miles, It is hard to get ashore and 
get back when you want -to. I was 
ashore one day but I only stayed about 
an hour. I had to stay around the 
dock and watch a chance to get back 
to tho ship on a tug that might bo 
going out. I was alone and a fellow 
Is like a dummy as every one talks 
Spanish. Chinook won't go at all there. 

"Tho streets are very narrow and 
the cars run so close to tho sidewalk 
that you can touch them as they go 
by. Everything Is terribly high there. 
Five dollars United States money, 
gold,' Is only worth $4,80 and you can't 
get a pleasant Hmlle for less than a 
dollar. I paid 6 cents for a postal and 
3 cents to mall same. Ten cents for 
a letter, while car fare Is 10 cents, 13 
and up. It depends on how far you 
go. 

"They have some very fine steam- 
ers there. The tugs are fine and a 
great many fine passenger steamers of 
the Indianapolis size. Tho steamer St. 
Croix came In there for coal while we 
were there. She looks pretty sad. I 
guess she had a hard trip so far. 

"When we cuine around the Horn It 



Weir Linor Puts Into Hong Kong In 
Distress — Changes in the Com- 
pany's Service 

Damaged by a typhoon encountered 
on her way from Manila the Weir 
liner Kumerlc, Capt. Mathie, arrivod at 
Hongkong on Saturday and will prob- 
ably have to effect some repairs before 
continuing. The steamer NIngchow 
of the Blue Funnel line was due about 
the same time at Hongkong from Ma- 
nila and It Is not known whether she 
suffered during the storm. 

The Weir line in which the Numeric, 
Suveric, Gymerlc and Inverie are op- 
erated is to be changed. Tho new lin- 
ers, the Numeric and Lyserlo are being 
built by Russell & Sons of Port Glas- 
gow and will be ready for service next 
year. Meanwhile the Aymerlc nnd 
Oceano are to be onerated with the 
Kumerlc nnd Suveric. The Yoscrlc 
was to have been used, but she is still 
ashore on the Chilian coast, reinsured 
at 15 per cent at Lloyd's and the time 
when she will be in the water again 
and ready for service seems distant. 
.While bound from Baltimore for 
Santa Rosalia and Puget Sound the 
Yoseric struck the wreck of the steam- 
er Valdlva last month and was so 
badly damaged that-.she was beached 
at Lebu, Chile. Later It was reported 
that she had tven floated, but this was 
erroneous. As !^r as-known the freight- 
Is still ashore arid' that there Is some 
doubt lis to her ,bj*|ng salved is indi- 
cated by the fact that 16 per cent la 
being paid. The YOSorit is a new ves- 
sel. The salvors are on the spot but 
advices state that the cargo must be 
discharged before anything can bo 
done to repair the vessel and take 
her off the beach. 

The steamer Gymerlc of the Weir 
line, which is now on her way from 
Kobe, which port she left on April 
9, may not call here inbound. She is 
eleven days behind her schedule. She 
is making her last trip, and on arrival 
will be replaced by the Oceano while 
the Inverie will be replaced by the 
Aymerlc. 

Capt. David Baird, marine superin- 
tendent at Seattle for the steamers Of 
Andrew Weir & Co., has been advised 
that the Croyden of this fleet is to bo 
placed in Weir's new line between 
Calcutta and South Africa. The Croy- 
den recently left this coast with lum- 
ber for Manila and Calcutta. She will 
replace one of the chartered steamers 
on the Indian-African line. 

On tlii l route Andrew Weir has been 
operating for several months, and In 
this fleet are the Weir steamers El- 
lerlc, Dunerlc and TInhow, in addition 
to the chartered steamers Stephanotle 
and Aldershot. The Elleric and Du- 
nerlc are well known at Seattle, the 
former having been one of the first 
steamers to carry canal material from 
Puget Sound to Panama. 

On this line tin; vessels operate from 
Calcutta and Madras, if cargo is offer- 
ing. En route to South Africa, they 
call at Colombo, and then they make 
Mombussa, Durban, East London, Port 
Elizabeth and Capetown. From Cal- 
cutta to Capetown the distance is 
5,700 miles. These steamers are re- 
ported to have established considerable 
trade between the two continents. In 
addition to cargo, they carry a few 
first class passengers, and they also 
have considerable steerage capacity.

YAWL ARG0 LAUNCHED 

FOR ARCTIC TRIP 



Vessel Which Will Carry the Leffing- 
well Expedition Is Placed 
In Water 



The yawl Argo, built at Ballard to 
carry Ernest De Novell Leflingwell, 
A re tic explorer,, to the north, was 
launched yesterday afternoon. The 
sails will be bent, and the Argo wi,14 
be ready for her trial trip before Sun- 
day, the date set. Work on the Argo 
has progressed rapidly, and it is ex- 
pected that the start for Northern 
Alaska can be made on May 1st. Mr. 
Lefiingwell's crew of four men, who 
have been spending the winter in San 
Francisco, has been sent for, and will 
arrive the latter part of the week. The 
propeller of the craft, whose delayed 
arrival caused the launching to be 
postponed, was received Friday, and 
has been installed. 

Mr. Leflingwell is living on the boat 
at present, superintending the stowing 
of his instruments and the cargo he 
will take north with him. On account 
ol* the small size of the Argo every 
inch of cargo space must be used. The 
trip is to last three years, and enough 
supplies must be taken along to last 
that length of time. The government 
hag shown a willingness to assist, and 
the more bulky articles will be taken' 
north on the reveiiuo cutters inter in 
the season. 

Teachings of Experience 

"A cause of satisfaction on the pres- 
ent trip," said Mr. Leflingwell, "Is that 
there is nothing to be taken along that 
will not have a practical value. M>t 
previous experience taught me econ- 
omy, and I learned Just what material 
1 must have and what I can do with- 
out. As a result, the most of the 
Argo's stay in the north will bo about 
one- third the cost or the Duchess of 
Bedford expedition, and I will be bet- 
ter provided with necessities. 

"Association with the natives taught 
me a great deal. The Esqlmos In the 
far north are handy and adaptable, 
nnd their ways have been adopted by 
the white men. On I he Anglo-Ameri- 
can expedition, for Instance, a party 
was almost snowed under because 
they did not know how to build wind- 
breaks about their tents. Square bar 
riers were built about the canvas 
houses, the snow collected within tho 
harriers in a blizzard, and the occu- 
pants wore nearly smothered. Tho 
Eskimos know that windbreaks should 
he circular or oval In form. Then a 
vortex Is formed In a high wind, and 
the tent Is kept free from snow. 

"AH these lessons are useful. ■ Per- 
haps this one the housekeeper in the 
wanner latitude does not know: I am 
going to take a stock of potatoes with 
me,' and, of course, they will be frozen 
before I am north very long. Frozen 
potatoes are not considered ediblo 
here, but tho Eskimos have found tho 
way to make the chilled tubers tasty. 
If a frozen potato is permitted to 
thaw slowly before cooked it will lose 
the unpalatable sweet taste. Potatoes 
placed In cold water and allowed to 
remain over night will In the morning 
be as fresh as if not exposed to sev- 
ere cold." 

The sealing schooner Beatrice „. 
Corkum, owned by A. J. Bechtel, of 
this city, was at Durban on March 3, 
with 1,201 sealskins taken In southern 
waters.

While men believe in God and crea- 
tion, they must believe in the Sabbath, 
and the Sabbath turns their attention 
to things that are I spiritual, and this Is 
the reason more importance is given to 
tho Sabbath in tho Old Testament than 
to any other purt of the ceremonial law. 
; Rost Is Necessary. 

Although Lhu Sabbath is a positive 
Institution, there? lis. a law In man's 
nature-, which demands periods of rust. 
Tho original ■Institution of the Sabbath 
we llnd in Genesis, arid Noah, and the 
patriarchs, and the Israelites observed 
It, find God incorporated it In tho moral 
law, which !h for all ages, and nations. 
While the civil government cannot en- 
force the evangelistic observance of 
the Sabbath, which is a matter of tho 
heart, dt- is, however, the duty of tho 
government to guard those who do 
from disturbance^ and to support by 
law a day.of. 'rest. for ordinary vocation. 

The genius of the institutions of 
every, country und its laws are based 
on the rqllglous books of the people, 
and that of our country Is the Bible. 
Atheists und heathen have no reason- 
able ground for complaint If they aro 
constrained to observe the Lord's Day, 
as a day of rest from their ordinary 
business, while living In Canada, which 
is a Christian country. If a man goes 
to Turkey he duds that the laws there 
are based on the Koran, and it is un- 
reasonable for- him to expect that be- 
cause lie is not a Mnhommedan he will 
not be required to obey the laws. 
First Day of Week. 
Dr. Campbell clearly explained, and 
strongly supported the change from tho 
seventh day, as a day of rest, under tho 
Old Testament, to the first day of tho 
week under the New Testament, as tho 
Lord's Day. 

He paid a high tribute to Victoria, 
in which, he said, although there Is 
practically no Sabbath law, the Sab- 
bath is much better observed than in 
some places where these is a Sabbath 
law. o referred to the stand which last 
summer the baseball league association 
of the Y. M. C. A. of the city had taken 
against playing on .Sunday in Victoria, 
or In any other place; and gave the 
North Pacific association the ultimat- 
um of either changing the game sched- 
ule to meet their demands, or rule them 
out of tin; association. After much 
murmuring the schedule was changed 
accordingly. This high tone of moral- 
ity is due partly to the work of tho 
church, but mainly to that of 

The Y. M. C. A. 
under the lenergis/Hc secretaryship of 
Mr. Brace. The young men who took 
such a stand deserve a better building, 
and it will be a disappointment if 
Victoria does not rise to the occasion 
and erect a building worthy of tho city 
and of young manhood.' Tho prosent 
building Is Inadequate, and a reflection 
on our citizens. Let every man do Ills 
part, and the- tiling is done, the build- 
ing is assured. 

The Doctor read extracts to show 
the aim of the Y. M. C. A., and the 
asset a good building would be to the 
city, and the boon to the rising young 
men. He said that he and his wife felt 
content when their hoys were out in 
the evening, knowing they wero at tho 
Y. M. C. A., where were clean sports, 
good reading and the companionship of 
young men clean In word and deed In- 
stead of fearing they wero in tho way 
of tompatlon, and in a companionship 
whose Influence would be downward.

Many men are In comfortable cir- 
cumstances and doing well who have 
no porsonal need of the Y. M. C. A , 
but It helped them In tho early days 
of their struggle, . ana thoy then pro 
mlsed thoy would repay it for tho 
kindness and the help received. Let 
them not bo like tho ungrateful and 
forgetful Butler. "He gives twice who 
gives quickly." Mr. Holling stated 
that it was an opportunity for the rich 
men of the city to snow their practi- 
cal Interest in tho social and moral 
welfare of Victoria, and he hoped 
they would dcvlso liberal things for 
the now building of tho Y. M. C. A. 
Those of moro modest means, who 
can only give small amounts must feel 
the responsibility and prlvolego of 
sharing to the extent of their ability 
in this movement. A great united 
democratic effort regardless of class 
or creed during these closing days of 
April will give to the city of Victoria 
what It imperatively needs, and what 
will be one of tho best assets that any 
city can have — an up-to-date fully 
equipped, offlcicntly manned Y. M. C. 
A. 

First Baptist 

The Victoria, hall, at present used 
by the First Isaptist churcli, was pack- 
ed vvltn a congregation largely com- 
posed of men to wnom Mr. B-urnfLt, 
trie pastor, made a ringing appeal for 
puriiy in civic and personal llie. His 
sermon was based upon David's pa- 
ternal query concerning Aosalom, "Is 
It well with the young man?" 

Proceeding to apply the perennially 
urgent question, lie pointed out the 
trinity of evils to wnlch thoy urc ex- 
posed. Gambling Is due to a natural 
desire to repudiate the law of worit, 
and to get something for nothing. 
Facilities being so generously provid- 
ed for tnis pernicious indulgence is 
essential tnat young men avoid tho 
snare, and tnat available antl-gambl 
lng laws be rigidly enforced. 

Tho dangers of drunkenness aro not 
mitigated for us loculiy by compari- 
son with communities where condi- 
tions may be still worse. Judging by 
the numoer of saloons, their proxim- 
ity to one anotner and the long hours 
permitted for their business, it would 
appear that cither this is a tropical 
climate, or that we are a thirsty peo 
pie. The church cuiinot altord t 
temporize with this inlquitlous busi 
ness, wnlch has no reason for its ox 
Istence In man's physical or economic 
life. Let tho young men personally 
abstain, and give the "powers that 
bo" no rest until the people, them- 
selves are granted their just preroga- 
tive to vote for the retention or abolo- 
tlon of the saloon and Ity train of 
evils. 

Tho third most subtle and perhaps 
most damning peril to which young 
man hood Is exposed was declared to bo 
prostitution. Mr. Burnett affirmed, 
with righteous passion, that no lan- 
guuge could adequately condemn tho 
prevalent conditions of a "city's "red 
light district." If it were possible to 
segregate the prostitutes, it is palp- 
able that tho effects of their presence 
In our midst cannot be localized. Seg- 
regation of the social evil was pro- 
nounced as an abetting of the same, 
and a violation of the best social and 
civic sense. 

The large congregation responded 
sympathetically to the appeal to keep 
clear of this moral cesspool, and to 
work unremittingly for Its annihila- 
tion from our fair city. 

In view of these perils to which 
young men are exposed, the claims of 
the Y. M. C. A. were urged as a most 
valuable preventive and corrective, es- 
pecially as applying to the treacher- 
ous hours from seven to - ton p. m. 
"Hundreds of young men are being 
turned away from tho habit of decent 
living, because they are not supplied 
with the chance to go where Innocent 
and healthy amusements arc provided 
in surroundings that encourage educa- 
tion and morality." 

President Taft 

The Y. M. C. A. stands for discipline, 
while the above mentioned trinity 
stand for dissipation. 

Furthermore, the variety of the needs 
of the young man make him an Inter- 
eating and worthy study, and urge the 
question of his "well being" as a pre- 
requisite to his "well doing" upon us. 

The body ho possesses in common 
with the beasts offers capacity for his 
sense consciousness. We need not 
idolatrously worship It, but It must not 
be despised. 

It may become either a cage for the 
ferocious beasts of passion, or what 
the Creator intended, the temple of the 
Holy Spirit. 

The soul or mind is the next higher 
in his tripartite constitution, and must 
be "kept with all diligence, for out of 
It are the issues of life." 
"Of what avail to understand 

The merits of a spotless shirt, 
The dapper foot, the little hand, 

The half whose little soul Is dirt?" 

The Spirit is his God consciousness. 
True and ample manhood is moro than 
a well developed body or a well edu- 
cated mind. 

"Man has a body he is a spirit." He 
must be born again. He must have 
the touch of God, by which his 
spiritual nature Is aroused. Opinion 
may be divided as to the church's 
function in making provision for tho 
body and mind of trie man, but there 
can be no doubt as to Its being "par 
excellence" the function of the Y. M. 
C. A. 

The church has such a distinct pro- 
vince of spiritual activity that the Y. 
M. C. A. can never bo regarded as In 
any sense, its competition or rlvnl. 
Under wise direction It becomes an 
important feeder to the church. 

"The perfect man is he who pos- 
sesses a healthy well developed body, 
an alert, cultivated mind, dominated 
hy a spirit obedient to the will of God. 
Tho Y. M. C. A. is organized to help 
attain this broad manhood. 

Mr. Burnett in closing, significantly 
and pertinently quoted from an appeal 
onco made by Sir Geo. Williams (tho 
father of the Y. Mi O. A. movement) 
to !""'! n spiritual life, derived from 
Christ, sustained by Christ, and de- 
voted to Christ. 

At St. Andrew's Presbyterian churcli 
the Rev. W. Leslie Clay spoke on 
The Good Samaritan in Victoria 
Taking for his toxt Luke x: 33-3, tho 
preacher showed that humanity, while 
not tho whole of Christianity, is a 
large and a necessary part of all re- 
ligion, that tho unnamed Samaritan 
who In the pursuit of his ordinary 
business saw a need felt the stirrings 
of humanity and at the cost of self- 
sacrifice rescued a stranger, is the 
Master's ideal of practical Christian- 
ity, and that in the teaching of the 
Son of Man the only bond needed to 
elicit the duties of neighborhood was 
need on the one hand and ability to 
relieve on the other. Christ himself 
showed a splendid and absorbing en- 
thusiasm for humanity; As we ap- 
proach him similar enthusiasm wilt 
kindle in our hearts and adorn our 
lives with tho beauty of self-sacrifice. 
The Master's "Go ,thou and do likc- 
wlso" Is a challenge to translate protty 
theories, and ecstatic admiration into 
practical 20tli century uolpiulneE3. > 



The need of today is as great as of 
old. The bloody way is longer than 
from Jerusalem to Jericho and girdles 
the earth. It is strewn with tho 
wounded, the sick, the dying. To res- 
cue such Is our plainest duty. The 
wounded aro so' many that the rescue 
is done by companies, societies, asso- 
ciations, not to lessen Individual re- 
sponsibility, but to Increase efficiency! 

One of the chief of such rescue 
agencies is tho Y. M. C. A., tho "man- 
hood factory" of our city. Its aim Is 
to train men for physical endurance, 
and efficiency, to educate them for 
business advancement, to arrest in 
them moral decay, to stay the waste 
of dissipation, to make our men clean, 
conscientious and Christian. 

Truly a noble association, fitted to 
'ilklndle the enthusiasm and to compel 
the sacrifice of every soul capable of 
a worthy sentiment. 

To enable tho association to do its 
good Samaritan work to efficiency; the 
good citizens of Victoria are asked to 
provide and equip a building that will 
cost $100,000 ami to supply that money 
within tills month. The effort now bc- 
Ins made to secure that sum lias been 
planned In prayer, shaped by experi- 
ence, ordered by wisdom and launch- 
wlth enthusiasm. You arc asked to 
help with the limit of your ability with 
due. regard to your other obligations. 

Various lines of arguments from the 
low ground of civic pride up to the lof- 
tiest spirituality courage to make this 
appeal Irresistible to all but the insen- 
sa.to. I appeal to you only from one 
standpoint, and with the weight of but 
one argument — trio spiritual, the Chris- 
tian argument. 

The young men of our city are im- 
mortal spirits before whom the gates 
of hell are ever open. The pathway 
to those gates to the uncritical eye, 
wearied by the day's toll, seems under 
tho evening light of leisure to he won- 
derfully attractive. Put all this at- 
tractiveness ends only in the black- 
ness and horror of death eternal. This 
danger is no mere phantom, Just as 
real as wero the life anil death of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth. To deliver 
them from that death, to Implant In 
their souls the seeds of life eternal is 
the mission and purpose of this asso- 
ciation. It is a Christian association, 
as such only has It the right of way 
in our Christian pulpits today. 

There is the name of the young man 
of Nazareth who loved the rich young 
ruler, and who bade us follow the ex- 
ample of the good Samaritan, and who 
gave his own life for you. Look earn- 
estly and prayerfully at the opportun- 
ity brought to you of forwarding tills 
Christian work for our young men. 
Remember that all young men aro In 
danger, that Satan is no respector of 
persons and he will stain your thresh- 
old with tho blood of your son just as 
ruthlessly as that of your neighbor; 
that in helping and protecting others 
you arc helping and protecting your- 
self, and that God gives us our oppor- 
tunity of forwarding Christian work 
and will hold us to account for tho 
manner in which we have met those 
opportunities. He saw, had compas- 
sion, dismounted, poured in the oil, 
administered the wine, set him on Ills 
own beast, brought him to an .inn. 
committed him to the care of the host 
gave him tho two pence, and Christ 
says to you go and do likewlset. 

At the evening service Sunday the. 
pastor. Rev. S. J. Thompson, addressed 
himself particularly to young men. 
The text chosen was Prov. 20:29, "The 
.Glory;.. ..of Young Men, Is Their 
Strength." He pointed out that the 
strength hero spoken of, included 
physical, mental and moral strength, 
the whole man. He exhorted the young 
men to control, conserve, concentrate 
and consecrate their strength, and in 
tho concluding part of his sermon de- 
clared his belief that the Y. M. C. A. 
as an institution was calculated to 
tench young men how to do this. "I 
give the present scheme of making 
ndequate provision for the work of the 
Y. M. C. A. my heartiest endorsation. 
I am not narrow enough to say that 
you ought to give all your money to 
the church, nor so broad as to say that 
you ought to give all your money to 
foreign missions, but I hope I am 
sane enough, and practical enough to 
say that your money will bo wisely 
invested and will return you larger 
interest in tho trained, effective, moral 
and spiritual lives of the young men 
of this city than in any other scheme 
before the people of the city at -the 
present time. If Victoria puts up that 
$100,000 for the Y. M. C. A. I shall be 
•proud that I ever lived in the city. 
For the sake of your own, for the sake 
of your neighbor's boy, for the sake 
of the strangers coming to our city, 
for the sake of future generations of 
young men who shall make this city 
their home, for the moral welfare, for 
the Rpirltual interests of young men 
Victoria ought to do this thing. There 
is not a church in tho city that has 
been built for the interests, physical 
and educational of young men, and be- 
cause of this it is the duty of thfcl 
churches to provide the Y. M. C. A. 
with a building and equipment that 
will be for a hundred years to como 
a home for young men, safe from Hie 
allurement of the cursed saloon and 
gambling den.

The annual general meeting of the 
Queen Charlotte Oil and racking Co 
Ltd., was held In this city on the Utli 
inst. when directors for the ensuing! 
year were elected as follows: \V H 
Dempster, chairman; Simon Lelser and 
Herbert Macklin, the last named direc- 
tor, becoming secretary to the company 
The Queen Charlotte Oil and Packing 
Co., Ltd., owns valuable property at 
Skidgate, and the production of tlu> ,]og 
fish oil has been the chief source of in- 
dustry at that point, some -10.000 gal- 
lons of oil having been manufactured 
during the year and sold in the local 
market. There is a large demand for 
this oil in the mining districts of Al- 
berta and it is intended to largely in- 
crease the output of last year. 

Clam Canning Industry. 

The Little Neck Clams, for Which Si- 
mon Lolser & Co., Ltd., are sole agents 
aro also the product of this company, 
and a large contract is being entered 
into with a Nov.- Zealand firm for a 
supply of these clams for the coming 
season. Two English companies are at 
present negotiating with Mr. Macklin 
for the purchase of the assets and plant 
of the Queen Charlotte. Oil and Packing 
Co.. Ltd., one of them being the Cana- 
dian Pacific Trading and Development 
.Syndicate, Ltd., of London, England, 
who Is represented by W. Ito'oy Burton, 
that gentleman having made a visit to 
the Queen Charlotte Islonds last Octo- 
ber and reported favorably on the prep- 
osition with the result that If a pur- 
chase of tho property is made large cap- 
ital Will bo invented as it is tho inten- 
tion of this syndicate to secure steam 
trawlers and to thoroughly exploit tho 
fishing grounds between Prince Rupert 
and the. Queen Charlotte Islands. 

Firo At Rosthern. 

Rosthern, April 10.— Over eighteen 
thousand dollars' damage was done by 
a flro which destroyed the general 
store of Henchell ,fc Co. at 3 o'clock 
this Eiorniug, tho building and stock 



being a total loss, estimated at JIH.OOO 
on the stock, and $-,500 on the build- 
ing. The insurance on the stock was 
$6,500. 

When the alarm sounded the front 
of the building was all alight and the 
brigade did splendid work In confining 
the lire and saving the post otlice ad- 
joining after a hard fight. It is sup- 
posed the lire was the work of an in- 
cendiary, as the fires in the building 
were out long before the store closed 
on Saturday.

TO BUILD WARSHIP! 



Interesting Compilation As To 
Ability to Construct Dread- 
noughts 



In connection with the letter writ- 
ton by Mr. J. K. Rebbeck and publish- 
ed In another column, the following 
extracts from the issue Of the Overseas 
.Mali of March 20, will prove interesting 
reading-: 

British Dockyards. 

On "Wednesday tin's journal tele- 
graphed to the leading shipbuilding 
linns the following inquiry: 

"May we ask how many slips you 
have on which Dreadnoughts could be 
built, and how many you could build 
simultaneously, and how quickly you 
could build them?" 

In some cases Information was re- 
fused, but In others answers were giv- 
en, which we print below: 

Cammell, Laird & Co., Birkenhead. 

We have one slip constructed, ready 
to lay down a Dreadnought, and four 
other slips prepared ready for piling 
and concreting. We could build three 
Dreadnoughts simultaneously and 
complete the first in about two years, 
the others following at Intervals of 
about four months. 

Messrs, Beardmore, Glasgow. 

We have six slips in the yard, of 
which three are suitable for Dread- 
noughts. Two more could rapidly be 
made suitable. Wo could build two 
Dreadnoughts simultaneously ami de- 
liver two of them in two years, the 
third eight months later, or all three 
in thirty-two months. 
Sir W. Armstrong, Elswick, Newcastle. 

We have given the Admiralty, by 
their desire, all the information you 
require, and regret that we are unable 
to publish it. 

It is known that there are at least 
two slips capable of accommodating' 
Dreadnoughts at Elswick, as the Su- 
perb and Invincible were built there 
simultaneously. 

Scott's Shipbuilding Co., Greenock, 

Wo have one slip available for a 
Dreadnought and two slips tor cruis- 
ers. The Dreadnought could be com- 
pleted two years from the laying of 
the keel, the first cruiser in twenty - 
one months, and the second cruiser in 
twenty-four months. We are fully 
equipped with modern turbine machin- 
ery shops to engine these vessels in 
the time named. 

Vickers, Sons & Maxim, Earrow. 

There are known to be at least two 
slips capable of taking Dreadnoughts, 
as the Vanguard and a Brazilian 
Dreadnought have been building there 
simultaneously. 

Other Yards. 

The accommodation for Dreadnoughts 
at other- yards may be placed approxi- 
mately as follows: 

Slip. 

Messrs. Palmer, Jarrow 1 at least 

Messrs. J. Brown, Fairfield, 

Glasgow 1 at least 

Messrs. Hawthorn Leslie, Go- 
van 1 at least 

Portsmouth Dockyards 1 at least 

Devonport Dockyard 1 at least 

Thus the number of slips of the ex- 
istence of which we have positive in- 
formation is fourteen ready, and six 
which could speedily he completed. The 
difference between our figure, 11, and 
Mr. McKenna's of 17, given in the 
House (.if Commons debate, is to be ex- 
plained! by the fact that other slips 
have recently been completed by firms 
which have not given information. It 
may be" taken as certain that there is 
accommodation in the yards for build- 
ing sixteen Dreadnoughts annually. 
German Dockyards. 
There is no very recent information 
as to the exact capacity of the Ger- 
man yards lor the rapid construction 
of Dreadnoughts. Enormous strides 
are known to have been made in the 
last two years, while the gun and arm- 
or department at Krupp's have been 
very greatly increased. The number of 
German slips capable of building 
Dreadnoughts was stated by Mr. Me- 
Kenna in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday at seventeen, ready or con- 
structing, while there is yet another 
slip capable of holding a cruiser of the 
Invincible class. 

On these figures there is nothing to 
prevent Germany from laying down 
seventeen Dreadnoughts in any one 
year, but her gun-makers and armor 
works would not at the present mo- 
ment be able to equip so many ships 
rapidly. 

The best test of what could practic- 
ally be done is given in the returns 
made to Count Reventlbw by the great 
German shipbuilding firms. They 
show the extreme limit attainable in 
Germany in 11)07: 

Vulkan Go., Stettin: 2 Dreadnoughts 
and 2 large cruisers could be laid 
down each year and completed in two 
and a half to three years, 

Vulkan Co., Hamburg: 1 Dread- 
nought each year completed in two 
and a half years, 

Blohm >fc Voss, Hamburg: -2 Dreatl- 
. noughts each year completed in two 
years. 

Schlchau, Elbing .t Danzig: 4 
Dreadnoughts each year completed in 
three years. 

Weser, Bremen: 2 Dreadnoughts each 
year completed In two years. 

Germanla, Kiel: s - Dreadnought 
each year completed in two years. 

Kiel Dockyard: 1 Dreadnought each 
year completed in two years, 

Wllhelmshaven Dockyard: 1 Dread- 
nought each year completed in two 
years. 

The' total works out at about fifteen 
Dreadnoughts which could hi' laid down 
annually and completed in two to 
three years. The figures are not abso- 
lutely modern and there may have been 
some advance on them. Possibly Ger- 
many, if she exerted herself to the 
utmost and made due preparations lie- i 
forehand, could fur a. short term of 
years turn out Dreadnoughts at the 
rate of ten per annum, thirty months 
after gi\ Ing the order.

Dreadnoughts. . 

Sir — li is an admitted axiom approved 
by all contestants and stated by-, the 
"First Lord" in the Imperial parliament 
that tin' two-power standard of naval 
power must now be referred to Dread- 
noughts. 

It has been repeatedly stated and im- 
plied that Great Britain cannot "mild 
Dreadnoughts fast enough to keep her 
position of numerical supremacy. 

Therefore, the following facts may be 
of interest: Great Britain can lay down 
and build the hulls of 22 Dreadnoughts 
simultaneously, and those hulls can all 
be launched within twelve months. The 
".Superb" — Dreadnought class — was only 
nine months on the stocks. 

The supply of machinery can keep 
pace with the building of the hulls. 

On the 23rd of March, 11)0!), at the 
annual meeting of the firm of Vickers, 
Son & Maxim. Colonel Vickers made the 
following statement which I copy ver- 
batim: 

"The firm of Vickers, Son & Maxim 
could lay down and complete, arm and 
fit ready for service in every respect, 
three battleships of the Dreadnought 
type In three years from the date of 
approval of drawings without going 
outside its own factories. Thereafter il 
could deliver Dreadnoughts complete for 
service at the rate of one every six 
months, in addition to existing contracts 
and to current orders for different 
classes of smaller vessels. 

The firm can supply the artillery 
equipment complete for seven Dread- 
noughts in three years, in .addition to 
the usual orders to be expected from 
foreign countries: our power of pro- 
duction of guns and armor considerably 
exceeds this, so that we could provide 
guns and armor for ships built in gov- 
ernment and other yards. I am speak- 
ing, of course, of our company only, but 
I think that what I have said will show 
you that, as far as the possi'ile output 
of the country is concerned, the United 
Kingdom need not fear comparison with 
any foreign country." 

Taking Colonel Vickers' numerical 
statement of the current output of other 
makers. Guns and equipments for ten 
Dreadnoughts would be a normal annual 
output which could readily be increased. 

Taking also into consideration that- 
Vickers. Son and Maxim would also be 
nble to build for foreign powers and in 
addition for British builders who do not 
make them it is evident that the normal 
resources of Great Britain satisfy and 
exceed even the demands of the re- 
quirements. .IAS.

MISSOURI RAILWAY RATES 



Decision of United States District 
Court Bars State Courts From 
Interference 



Kansas City, Mo., April 19.— Judge 
Smith McPherson, in an amended de- 
cree handed down in the United States 
district court here Saturday reserved 
exclusive jurisdiction in Missouri rate 
cases, and, in effect, instructed the 
state courts to keep out of the case. 
The decree will dissolve the injunction 
against the railroads now pending in 
the state courts and started by the 
state officials to enjoin tile eighteen 
railroads operating in Missouri from 
imtting the three-cent passenger rate 
into effect. 

Saturday's decree, said Frank Hag- 
erman, representing the Missouri rail- 
roads, "means that the federal court 
retains absolute control of the rate 
situation in Missouri. It wdll prevent 
any future interference on the part 
of the state courts." 

Judge McPherson, after handing 
down the amended decree, today said 
he would file a supplementary decision 
within a few days. The Burlington & 
Rock island systems recently an- 
nounced a passenger rate of 2 1-2 
cents, effective May 1st, and today a 
third railway, the St. Louis & San 
Francisco, announced its intention to 
follow suit. The question of whether 
or nut the railroads will return to the 
:: cent rate will depend upon Judge 
McPherson's forthcoming supplement- 
ary decision, which it is said will pass 
definitely upon this point.
